The policy adopted by the Board two years ago at Evanston of 
not sending the paper after the subscription expires has been conti- 
nued aad we believe Wiih good results. Last year the Board in an- 
nual aeaaion in Kansas City by vote adopted the following : 

"That our Board ask each state for a definite number of subscrip- 
tions to Mission Studies, sending this list out with the annual ap- 
portionments. That this work be Bupplemented by the State offi- 
cers apportioning the number among their AsBOciatiocs, and that 
each auxiliary have a solicitor to secure subscriptions, believiDg as 
we do. that every Christian woman should read Mission Studies." 

In accordance with tbis^ instruction each State was asked to secure 
a given number of subscriptions, with the result that an advance 
was made in geveral states, which, however, was partially offset by 
loss in others — the net gain being two hundred and fifty-eight. 

The Lessons ot nest year will be directed to the study of the clos- 
ing century a» a remarkabte "Century of Missions. " The organiza- 
tion and expausion of missions along varloua lines, medical, educa- 
tional, evangelistic and especially the spiritual results, will be treat- 
ed Id a series of well condensed articles that cannot fall to Increase 
the faith of God's children and inspire their zeal. They will he 
supplemented by articles on our own work as being an important 
factor in the world-wide results.

All the missionaries at hom^ who have had suffi- 
cient strength have aided in the field work generous- 
ly and effectively ; Misses Russell, Murdoch, Hasketl and Myers 
spending many weeks and traveling long distances. Miss Elizabeth 
Sheffield, while pursuing her kindergarten studies in Chicago, kindly 
accepted many invitations to speak for China, and her mother, Mrs. 
D. Z. Sheffield, attended the recent Ohio and Iowa Branch meetings 
In the interests of our work. 

Our Field Secretary, Miss Mary P. Wright, has finished another 
year of hard, and we believe profitable work for the Board. She 
gave two months to Ohio which was followed by six months' tour 
ing in the interests of the work among the children of Illinois, Kan- 
sas, Wisconsin and Minnesota, and just completed a six weeks' Itin- 
erary in Nebraska, making during the year three hundred and 
fifty -four addresses. 

A year ago at Kansas City this Board in session by vote author- 
ized the employment of a second Field Secretary. Mias Alice C. 
Little has accepted that position and will probably give much of the 
time she spends in the field next year to the eastern part of our 
territory.

oikildrnu' Woik ****** dlHgent work h&s been done among the 
cbildren without as yet as lar^e a fruitage aB 
desired, but the Committee on Children's Work and many of the 
Branch Secretaries of Children's Work are using every resource 
available and "watching thereunto with prayer." The result in 
contrihutions this year is from Mission Bands $1,547.21 ; from 
Junior C.E. 51.361.78; from Sunday Schools 11.426,79; specials, 
$104.04; legacy from Mrs. Magoun, |50— In all $4,489.77— a gain of 
$276.91 over last year. We rejoice in the five new Mission Bands 
which have been organized during the year. Yigorona work is 
being planned for next year and there Is reason to hope for larger 
results. 

Youn« P le ^^ *™ '^'"^ ^ again report advance in the 
Toung People's Department— contributions from 
TouDg Ladles' societies $5,352.08, of which $280 was from an Iowa 
young lady ; from the C. E. Societies $5,814.67, of which $50.04 for 
work outside the W. B. M. I.— in all $11,168.75. a gain of $3,037.84 
over last year. We note with encouragement the organization of 
seven new Young Ladles' Societies. 

-in TiiB work was taken up a year ago witii the 

* total amount of appropriations a little lower than 
the year previous, $54,498.56, and the addition of the accumulated 
debt of two years, which when all the items were Id. amounted to 
$11,407.49. This wasaugmcnted during the year by the traveling 
expenses ete, of the home-coming and the uut-going missionaries. The 
burden was indeed heavy and fur some months it did not materially 
lesson, hut God was even then making ready the way to answer the 
hundreds of prayers for deliverance. 

_ , An important event of the year was the Con- 

Couferanoa ference of Board and Branch oflSeers. the 16th 
and 16th of last March in the Missionary Rooms 
at Chicago. The months were going hy, and though all seemed 
to be doing their utmost the treasury gained slowly. The call went 
out earnestly inviting Brancli officers to come to Chicago and spend 
two days In conference and prayer in the hope that together we 
might find the solution of the problem which confronted us all. A 
signal answer to prayer was the success of the kind tnterveation of 
a friend which made it possible for thirty-two Branch officers to 
come from fifteen states and was followed by the conscious presence 
of the Holy Spirit throughout the two days' aeseions. All felt an 
advance step was taken and the work must hereafter stand on a 
higher plane. The Branch officers saw the way more clearly and 
went home with splendid courage and high purpose, and the Bxec- 
utive Committee was inspired with new life. 



A fortnight later the otBcers of the auxiliaries of the Chicago Ab- 
BocfatloD apent n day in the Missionary Rooms in the Bame way with 
a lilie marlied result. Patieot activity, united grayer and geueroue 
self-aacriflce from east to west have cliaracterized the work of this 
year, and It is with reverent gratitude that we bear our Treasurer 
report tlie 

Total Receipts, 180,402,68. 
The amount we have prayed for; the amount needed to banish the 
nightnare of debt ; ttie amount we knew was necessary to lieep 
the ropes from slipping and our missionaries from sinking ; to 
keep tlie beacon lights shining along the shores of heathenism and 
the newly kindled flames burning. We have all planned and 
prayed that there might be no debt at the close of the year, but the 
Impelling power underlying it all was "for Christ's sake." 

Tbe increase over last year's receipts, including legacies is 
818,872 58. a gain of twentysiK and one-half per cent.— the advance 
in coDtributioDS alone twenty-two per cent. There has been an ad- 
vance in everyone of the fifteen states, Colorado, Iowa, Micliigan, 
Nebraska and South Dakota going beyond their apportionment. 
Montana and Minnesota advanced five per cent ; Missouri nine per 
cent ; Ohio sixteen per cent ; Indiaua twenty-one and one half per 
cent ; Wisconsin twenty-eight and one-half per cent ; Iowa and 
Nebraska twenty-nioe per cent ; Illinois and Wyoming thirty per 
cent ; Colorado thirty-two per cent ; South Dakota thlrty-flve per 
cent ; Michigan forty-flve per cent ; Kansas forty -six per cent; and 
North Dakota seventy-flve per centi

Ikst seems to us nearer to being Chrlatianized and Americantzed 
tban any other Id that mighty Empire. 

■K( w T w I Miss Newton's school, the American School 

for Girls, has been bo often described in 
theae reports that we need only to make a abort call upon the 
principal, whose honored name has long been to us as a star of 
hope tor Chinese women. Entering there at the age of eight or 
len, the Chinese girl matures, learns habits of neatness and order^ 
of study and Christian faithfulness to duty, until, when her seven 
or eight years under this devoted teacher are completed, she cornea 
out fitted to teach in her turn, or to preside in the village pastor's 
home. Miss Newton is constructing and strengthening mighty 
levers that cannot fall to raise the grade of the homes and also of 
the social and political life of China. Miss Newton tells ua "the 
past term has been a very happy one. Thirteen of my girls 
have united with the church during the jear. There is a deeper 
intereat in Bible study and much earnest Christian work. The 
Evangelistic Band are doing much good In the neighborhood, and 
the Self Government Society helpa me over many hard places. 
And again this Province is so different from what it was a few 
years ago. Large numbers are received to the churchea, and self- 
support is increasing rapidly. The importance of our schools," 
ahe aaya, "is Increased when we realize how many new atatJona are 
being opened and how insufflcleat is our force of Chinese workers, 
both men and women. We have to use half prepared teachers and 
preachers because we cannot wait for them to be ready. You can-

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not realize how great our need is. May we not expect some more 
young ladies from the W. B. H. I. this yearT" While recognizing 
gratefully the strength brought to the Miaalon by the coming of tiie 
HiMeB Bement nnd Miss Sorts, Hias Hewton telle us she still has to 
spare Hiss Qarretson for worii at Pagoda Anchorage, because Miss 
Sorts must have time to learn the language before she can take 
Hiss QarretsoD's work there. It is the desire of Hiss Newton's 
heart to see the new building completed for the advanced depart- 
ment of her school, but how can she make any advance until Miss 
Gairetson can come bacic or more young ladies are sent. "Teaching, 
housekeeping, care of day schools and Sabbath school, the C. E. 
society keep me in such a whirl that I feel as if I could do nothing 
thoroughly." 

Miss Hartweli began her first letter of the 
year with thanks and rejoicings that three 
young ladles and also Mr. and Mrg. Hinman were added to their 
force. As we give the record of Mfss Hartweti's work no one can won- 
derthat the Foochow mission is still asking for more help. She wrlt«s, 
"Since Hr. Peel's return I have been relieved of the charge of the 
college which I have carried a year and abalf in hisabsenc«. Now Hiss 
Chittenden is having a furlough and I have her day school work to 
carry. We thank Qod thai B«v. Mr. Hlnmsn and bis wife are 
here to help with the teaching in the college that she has left. 
They will teach four hours between them and I take the rest. We 
are most anzious that the new lady teacher to tie sent under the pro- 
fessorship (already endowed) shall come as soon as possible. Will 
you not think me busy with Mental and Moral Science, History, 
Language, Geography, besides the care of drawing, music, debating 
club, current events class, Sabbath school, Intermediate Endeavor 
in the college, alao twenty-flve or thirty day schools and three 
women's claasea to care for? Do yon doubt we need seven more 
ladies l>e8ldes the three that came this year?" Agaln-Miss Hartweli 
asks for picture rolls and caids which can be sent to her by post, 
and adds, "I am teaching thirteen ciaaaea In the college, occupying 
five hours every day besides twenty-seven day schools and three 
woman's classes ccntaining over thirty women." Two points of in- 
terest in the year's work must be noted, an anniversary gathering 
to celebrate the close of Mrs. Hartwell's tong work as t«acher in the 
college, on her 75th birthday, and an annual meeting of the Christian 
Endeavor Union In which most practical questions were discuSBed 
One was the need of change in certain customs connected with 
their marriage rites, when the speakers urged that tlie solution of 
these difficulties should be brought to the test. "What would Jesus 
do?" We have always thought. there ought to be a new chapter 
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added to that book referring to miasioaarj work. Who knows but 
some Dative Chinese preacher will yet supply it? 

Br. Nleburg Goddard wrote in Harcb last from 
n/ctodd *rd ^"^ ^^^ **^ "** completion of the Woautn's hoapiral 
aod of the celebration of the Chlaese New Year 
there by a gathering of Chinese woroeo, some of whom had come 
six or seven miles to the meeting. It was Dr. Bemeot's first intro- 
duction to a Chinese feaaC, but she managed to use chopsticks quite 
successfully. The upper story of the hospital is fltted and fur- 
nished for a woman's school which is doubtless before this in suc- 
cessful operation. Dr. Goddard who has lost none of ber enthusiasm 
for missionary work, says, "Before the close of the year we hope to 
see the parsonage and the Wooden Memorial Church completed." 
She has had a busy time with ber medical work and the crowds 
of visitors who come to her new home. As she was the first 
foreign lady to reside at Ing hob city, she herself, her home and 
her baby were all objects of great curiosity to the women and 
children about them. She reports that over a thousand women and 
chlld*en were admitted and taught the name of Jesus. "My 
faithful Bible woman was always at my side helping to talk with the 
women about the truth. It was pleasing to see the attention they 
gave to the story of Jesus, quietly listening till they were invited 
to look about the house. They also showed their interest in the 
questions they asked, and it was pathetic, indeed, to hear 'How 
could we know abou^the Gospel when no one has ever been here to 
tell us?' ■■ 

Of our new missionaries, Dr. Lucy Bement and 
"'d^Mi'' **™"°* "ler sister, Miss Frances, we hear the best things, 
^ancwBemant. ^' Bement has been much of the year at log- 
hok with Dr. Goddard, where she has studied the 
language and hospital work. She has earned there and in Foochow 
tributes to her skill as a physician, which mean much. Both 
sisters have won the hearts of their new -friends while they 
have been waitiog for some one to teach them the dialect of 
Shaowu and toaccompany them on their Journey to that station. Miss 
Frances has taught a little English In Miss Newton's college for girls. 
We must give a word from Miss Beraent's letter, dated Aug. 15th. 
After speaking of their thankfulness for health, while not five min- 
utes' walk from them, two hundred have died with the black plague 
within one month, she writes: "We began housekeeping sis weeks 
after we arrived In Foochow. It is an entirely different art from 
that at home. We have enjoyed it, though we still have much to 
learn. Our teacher arrived April 4th, after nearly every one in the 
mission had written about his coming. It meant more for him to 
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come to Foochow than It had for ub to come from America, though 
it is oaly 350 miles. But it takes three weeks to make tLe trip. A 
few days ago a letter came lelUag about the debt, and we asked our 
teacher how it would do to retrench the work at Shaonu. He said, 
with teara Id hla eyes, "Our Shaowu women have never had anjoae 
to teach them, and the few who have heard the glad news have 
prayed so long. Write and ask your people to help us a little just 
to Mart the work. We are so poor." 

Of Miss Bort8 who has been studying and teach- 
ing with Miss QarretsoD at Pagoda Aacborage, 
her own letter In MitHon Studiet for September, and the face on 
the cover lell the same sweet story of a happy young missionary 
making the most of her opportunities. Just a word we must copy. 
' 'I have my teacher four hours a day, and study also by myself. I 
have just begun the study of the characters and am learning the 
Lord's prayer. It is very difficult to get the tones of the language, 
but I am very anslous to say this prayer next Sunday with tbe con- 
gregation and I will make an eitra effort to have it well." 

Prom MisB Chittenden, whom we atill call our 
HisaOkrolineB. own, though she is resting at her home in Ober- 
Ohlttenden. jj„_ „g g^^ delighted to hear that she has new' 
color and stronger nerves, sorauchnewstrcngth and courage that she 
is asking for work and longing to try her wings. Our neit report 
will, we hope, record her preparations for again going to China, 
and perhaps taking another young lady with her.

One of tbe Incidents 
of Miss Bird's going back to her field which should be mentioned was 
her joy at meeting in Peking one of her old pupila, a young man, 
now a student at Tung cho. She visited Tung cho and tbecollegci 
going underhis escort from Peking in a sedan cliair, and wrote of the 
experience as a delightful one. Miss Bird has taught In the boys 
school much of the time she has been in Shansi. May ne attribute 
partly to her influence, we wonder, the staunch faith shown by 
some of the young men there? Perhaps they are not youog enough 
to have come much under her inQueoce, but the example of one 
Mr, Lou who took his stand for Christ about tbe time bis mother 
died, shows the stuff of which Shansi Christians are made. He 
told his mother on her death-bed, "Mother, I want you to go to 
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Heaven, and now I want you to put away all vroog practices Id 
jouT burial. I do not want to cboose a luckj day or pick out & 
lucky spot for your grave, or call in the Buddbist priests or bum 
Ijaperatyour grave." After ber death he quieted all objections 
made to burying her In a foreign way by saying the evil coose- 
quences would fall only on him. At the grave he kneeled 
down in the open fleld and prayed for the peace of her soul. He 
also wrote out his belief on a largeaheet of paper and pasted It upon 
a board and set it up over her grave. Soon after he made a wed- 
ding for his nephew, inviting all the missionaries, and declaring to 
the company before the ceremony that as for him and hiB house 
they would serve the Lord. Such InataDces of faith which we cop; 
from the His^onary Herald show that Hiss Bird and Miss Par 
tridge are working in a hopeful field, and make ub beg that the 
young lady they so much desire as a fellow worker may soon be 
sent to them.

In Tientsin, where we have so long been ' inter- 
ested In Mrs. Gammon and her school, we bear of 
two arrivals the past year that greatly please us. The first was 
that of Miss Frances Patterson, who did much work for Christ 
among Christian Endeavorers here, and who has taken bold of work 
there with deep pity for the need she sees around ber and a longing 
tbat her hands and her voice could be many times multiplied. 
Most of her time baa, of course, been given to study, but she has 
been able to do a little in the school of 36 boarders and five day 
scholars, teaching and trying to awaken darkened hearts <o new 
life, Mrs. Stanley's report of Woman's work at Tientsin speaks of 
Hu Chia Ying and Ching Hai as two villages which are admirable 
places for boldiug station classes, easy of access and with many- 
women ready to listen, and adds, "We hope Miss Patterson may 
make a beginning there this Autumn." From the first of these, four 
new girls have come to the school, willingly unbinding their feet 
and cheerfully submitting to law and order. From the second came 
a quiet, ladylike woman bringing three blind children, asking for 
treatment. All three have had their sight restored by skill and 
patient care, and the mother has so won the regard of one of the 
physicians, Dr. King, as to be made matron of her hospital (not un- 
der our Board), where she is very faithful and learning much of the 
truth. But we must speak of the other arrival in Tientsin in the 
words of the report. 
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"On Dec. 21st, a little daughter was born to Mr. and Hxs. Gam- 
moo, who has been a thing of be&uty and a joy day by day, and has 
proved to all that she did not come to make trouble or to interrupt 
businesB, but just to have a good, healthy, wholeaome, happy time 
all by herself. Much might be Baid under this head, but we re- 
frain and sincerely hope that before another year shall roll around 
she may be able to speak for herself." Much sympathy from our 
very hearts goes to Mrs. Qammon who has been In charge of the 
school the last year, taking all the responsibility, with little or no 
payment for her labor. We are very* grateful, too. that she will be 
near to lend a helping hand to Hiss Patterson upon whom the bur- 
den is laid for the nest year. May God give this young missionary 
wisdom and a free utterance in that foreign language. 

Three points of great Interest must not be over- 
^'''oi,' looked in connection with our work in Peking. 

az^Haven. ""^^ railroads, one from the capital city to Ti- 
entsin, completed a few years ago. and another 
put In operation about a year since from Peking to Pao-ting-fu, 
have given new facilities for work and make it possible to go from 
the sea coast to Peking even in winter. To be sure the stopping 
and starting of a train sometimes throws tbe traveler against 
the rough board seat so as to suggest a collision, but China 
is open as never before, .The wonderful awakenings and re- 
forms brought about by the young emperor, the University 
at Peking and tlie public schools in the old Idol temples, have 
brought great possibilities to young aspiring minds, of which there 
are multitudes in China. The advance made in our own Bridgman 
School by which under a higher and graded system the first class 
of three has graduated, Is of great importance to the progress of 
women there. We would gladly copy Miss Haven's letter describ- 
ing this last event, but it is printed in Mitm,on Stwdiet for July 
where alt may read. The august ceremony in the chapel to which 
admission was gained only by invitation, the banks and center 
pieces of palms and Marguerites, the seating of the dignitaries in 
order, the reading of the essays, the valedictory address by the 
young lady of highest rank given extempore with great dignity but 
with tears, all impressed the audience with the honor that isilue to 
educated womanhood. Strange tosay. the notices of this graduation 
exercise make little reference to the diess of the candidates for de- 
grees, but that little we must copy: "The table before tbe plat- 
form was filled with pots of plants making a partial screen for the 
girls, enough to hide their feet at least. This was in order that the 
interest might not centre on the feet (all unbound) as is very apt to 
be the case in all nations where female heads are not repected prop- 
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eriy, and the Chioese are no exception to thig rule, A girl is rated 
by the embroidery on her feet. To still farther draw glances from 
their feet we made sure that they bad bright pretty collars giving 
each girl a piece of her diploma for the bsaia of her collar, with bias 
black' satin and gold ribbon for trimming. You will see from this 
that they had tbe added dignity of a diploma, but will wonder how 
a parchment collar would look trimmed with black satin and gold 
passementerie. Then let me tell you that while sbeep skfn would 
have been most inappropriate for such occasion in China, nothing 
less than red satin (cheaper besides, by far) would do. These red 
satin scrolls handsomely written in Chinese character by the teacher 
really looked like works of art." We can imagine the scene, Uiss 
Cbapin crowned with the silver glory of her hair in one of tbe large 
pulpit chairs. Dr. Sheffield in the other, Miss Haven among her 
girls, and a most dignified audience. 

A word from Miaa Cbapin in a recent letter brings good news: 
"I know you will rejoice with us in the time of refr^bing that came 
to the school shortly before we closed for the summer. Many of tiie 
girls went home with tbe determination to bear witness for Christ 
during the vacation as they have never done before. There are 
some fine girls in the two upper classes in school who, we hope, will 
have the ability and tbe opportunity to do good work when they 
leave school. The graduation of the first class last winter has been 
a great spur to some of the other giria. It Is really wonderful the 
change that has come over them within the year." The enlargement 
of the premises of the school giving more room and more space for 
exercise outside, also a cistern securing good drinking water has 
been a great boon to the more than 60 Bridgman school girls. May 
those two noble women, Mtts Cbapin and Miss Haven, long inspire 
and govern Brldgman school. 

A word should be added as to the graduates of last year. They 
were exceptionally fine girls and places were waiting for them all. 
One is teaching in a school in Shansl, taught by an English lad; 
who has long bad a girl from her own mission in the Bridgman 
school in preparation for that place and asked for this one to teach 
until her protfegS should be ready. At the end of two years she is 
to be married to a young man now in Tung cho. who is preparing 
for the ministry. 

Another of the graduates went to Tientsin to asaist Mrs. Oammon 
in her school, and haa proved an eflicicnt helper. The third is doing 
good service as an asalstant teacher in tbe Bridgman school, Tbe 
great religious awakening came In connection with tbe Christian. 
Endeavor meetings which had had for some months for their sub- 
jects different phases of the work of the Holy Spirit. The report 
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tells us tbat as the girls became familiar with the thought of the 
possibility of ha»ing the Holy Spirit come as a controtlJDg power 
into their lives, the desire for this Influeace became stroBger, uid 
many of them began to pray earneBtly for the blessing. 

A member of the school who some years ago was sent away as 
unsatisfactory, hiLt came back repentant two years since, was large- 
ly inBtrumeDta! in awakening others to new life. Quite a number 
have been baptized. The number of girls now coaoected witli the 
school who bare heea baptized and are church membera, is thirty- 
three. The mimber on probation is nine. 

„ Miss Ohapin is soon comlag home for a well 

H. B. Sheffield, "^'^^d rest. Miss SbefBekl, danghter of Dr. 
Sheffield, of Tung cho, is just about arriving 
tbeie and wilt be Miss Haven's assistant during Hiss CbapiD's 
furlough. After that she is to take up the kindergarten wvrk in 
Peking, which has been languishing the past year. No donbt> 
she will at once put new life into it by viiite and advice, but her 
work for the present Is to be in the Bridgman Behool. 
Hiaa Nellie N. I^l^a Russell and Dr. Murdock sailed for China 
BuMeU. with Miss Bbeffield Aug. !lst. Miss Russell's 

Dr. VlTKinia biased work tor women in Peking and In village 

Murdock.! stations outside was last year made very familiar 

to us through her talks In various places, and in the Advance col- 
umn, abd our hearts rejoice that one so gifted and so spiritual is 
ready and able to go once more to poor down-trodden women with 
the news of salvation. Dr. Miirdock's medical work, which was, 
before she came home, io Peking and the surrounding villages, will 
be probably transferred to Kalgan for the present year as there Is 
no resident physician there. Kalgan waS licr first home in China 
and now in their need the missionaries there have written, asking 
for her very earnestly, and saying Ihey know how surely her hands 
will reach out to help in other departments beside her own when- 
ever she has opportunity. Very Interesting testimonials to the suc- 
cess of her former work in Kalgan have recently reached us. As it 
seems due to Dr. Murdock that they should be printed we give 
them in full. The first is addressed to Dr. Murdock,

MoNsiKVBUi MiNiSTBE:— The ItuBSiansubjects, settled In Ealgan, 
come through me to address a petition in which they praise with a 
sentiment of profound gratitude the servlcrs rendered 1o the Rus- 
sian colonj In Ealgan bj Ihe ladj physician, Hiss Hurdock, a mem- 
ber of the American miaslon, I have the honor to pray you, Mon- 
sieur le Minlstre, wishing much that you will have interpreted for 
Miss Murdock these sentiments of the Rusdan colony in Ealgan, 
adding thereto my eipression of my sincere gratitude for the care, 
lavished by her upon the sick of Russian nationality at Ealgan. 

Please accept, Monsieur le Minlstre, mj assurance of my very 
high regard. . (Signed) Comtb CaASSiNi. 

Our interest in Ealgan centres largely in the 
Kalian. girls'school, to which Miss Henrietta Williams' 

young life was sacrificed a year ago. It is a 
satisfaction to know that the school has been carried on succesBfuUy 
by Miss Bngh, a Swedish young lady from the Missiooary Alli- 
ance, who will remain one year longer before she must go home 
for a furlough. Miss Porter writes: ''Miss Engh seems happy in 
her work at Ealgan and it was a remarkable Providence which sent 
her to tliem in their great need. If Miss Mary Williams comes to us 
she will soon be able to enter upon work, and Miss Engh will 
have done moat valuable service if she keeps the school together 
and visits the country stations until that time. 

To write of Fang Chuang is like writing of one 
Pan«Oi>iiang. (,f „„ homes. In imagination we have often been 
there. We have attended worship In that beautiful chapel, have 
visited Miss Grace Wyckoff's twsrdlng school, we have gone tour- 
ing with Miss Gertrude, we have even visited Misa Porter in her 
Btudy in Lin Ching the past year, and accompanied her as she went 
to her village classes. We have felt the gracious Influence of Mrs. 
Arthur Smith's talks with the women, and yet how little of the 
beautiful life there we can show to others. The first letters from 



Pong ChusDg about a y«ar ago, described the liapp; bomecomiDg 
of the fiistera, then a tour they made to the out Btatioua, wheie they 
were warmly welcomed. 
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Soon after Hiss Porter left for Liu Chlng, fifty 
"^wMr. *" ™"^ southwest of Pang Cbuaug, that bereaved 
station where no siDgle lady had been seat, though 
long called for. Until the return of the Wychoff slaters Hiss Porter 
had had the care of the Pang Ohuang boarding school and the out- 
Btatton classes, doing the work of two. A word from Mra. Arthur 
Smith's report of Woman's Work in Pang Chuaog will show some 
of the difficulties ehe encountered; "After Mrs, 9. left foi' mission 
meeting Miss Porler had a large class for mothers. Only those wbo 
have done It can realize what it means to say that she taught 
twenty-three mothers and guided four teachers and eight baby-ten- 
ders In the process, smiling benignly on twenty-one little tots who 
swarmed upon the kaugs and in the yards, one of these only a mouth 
old." 

HiM Om^mii Some idea of Hiss Gertrude Wyckoff's work after 
'Wyokoff ^^^ return is given lu the following: "A station 

class in December and January, conducted by 
Miss WyckoS, contained seventeen women for whom food was pro- 
vided and eighteen who furnished their own. A beginning toward 
Belf'Bupport was thus made here and at out stations. At Euan 
Chuang, during the station class on Sundays, the men had to vacate 
the main room, leaving it to the women who were in the majority. 
In oue station class a few minutes were given to the training of the 
wee folk, two Chinese mothers helping in a way to show blessed 
possibilities in that line. A class of thirteen days was held in Li Lu 
Chang in February and March with thirteen pupils, one of ten days 
in Kuan Chang with twenty-six pupils iu Uarch, one in Pnog 
Chuang In March and April of fifteen days with twenty-five pupils 
and one In Eao Tang of fourteen days with eighteen pupils. AH 
these were conducted by our indefatigable Miss Gertrude, who can 
Burely say with 8t Paul, "!d labors more abundant." 

^^ Miss Grace Wyckoff's school has thirty-three 

Wyokoff. pupils, some having been added since January. 

In the main the girls have done very faithful 
eameat work. The t«acher, a former Bridgman school student, has 
proved herself invaluable and has done especially good work iu the 
Old Testament. Christian Endeavor meetings have been held regu- 
larly through the year, and in one village, during their summer 
vacation, the girls stflrt^ i^ Christian Endeavor society in their own 
town. 
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The new desks in the school room made by a, Cbtnese carpenter 
from a model furnlBbed by Dr. Arthur Smttb, and given bj the 
contribution of a friend in memory of sweet Harie Smith, were 
pnllotbout Tb&nkBgiving time. They seam to change the place 
into an American school room. 

Two cases of small pox appeared early in the year. One of the 
sick girls soon recovered. The other, a grand daughter of Mrs. Ma, 
matron of the hospital, was distressingly ill, and wss removed to 
Dr. Peck's own room for care and nursing. There watched over by 
the good doctor and Miss Grace WyckofT she suffered and died. 
But in great mercy the plague was there stayed. 

At Chinese New Year vacation two of the girls assisted the mat- 
ron in holding a half day little school for Pang Chuang girls. Six 
of the girls make a most helpful band of Sabbath School leachers, 
conducting the Sunday School for Pang Chuang children from 1:45 
to 8:00 p. m. For this they are trained weekly and make a very 
receptive normal class. So Miss Grace is putting her touch on many 
a young mind that will influence future homes in Chins. It Is a 
pleasure to hear that six of the boarding school boys havedonetiieit 
best to gather together and hold as a nucleus the boys so dear to 
the heart of Marie Smith, the little Sunday School which she started. 

Miss Porter sends a report of woman's work in Un 
Ching, of which we know nearly all was under her 
immediate supervision, but with characteristic modesty she does 
not mention her own share in it. But when we bear of a 
station class of over thirty in the first month of the year and 
another not quite so large in the Spring, part of them from 
outside villages, and a third class. at Ching Ping, a village some 
distance outside, where there was not in the beginning one 
Christian woman, we recognize ber work. At Ching Ping some 
opposition to the plan of self support was felt by the brethren and 
the class began with only three women. But before the end of the 
week a happy little coropaoy of five to ten were studying diligently. 
Soon a father who bad opposed began to bring food for his daugh- 
ter and at the end the good native brethren were as enthusiastic in 
their appreciation of the work done as they had been hesitant and 
reluctant at the begloDing. Miss Porter and the Chinese teacher 
went back to Lin Cbing in Ihegladbopetbat two of these pupUe bad 
been taught of the Savior and had given their hearts to Him. Ten 
different villages near Ling Ching have been visited during the year, 
three of them several times each. Women In fanilies, the heads t>t 
which are Christians, are groping their way along. in primer or text 
book and here and there one seems trying to follow the blessed Mmt- 
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ter. Little ligbta have been kindled. As in all our work, HisaPor- 
ter lajs, the larger lu)pe lies not in tbe citf but Id the adjacent 
country. tInleSB the women are reached the standard of Chrlstlao 
living will remain low. The record of Liu Chlng is of large work 
for such a new Seld, twenty women in classes, ten girls In ^ool, 
twenty-three women In outside station classes, ten Wlkges virited. 
Miss Porter Is needed in Pang Chuang this winter. Must we let 
all the work drop, or shall we Bend a joung lady at once to keep it 
up; Pang Chuang Is lonely this winter for Mrs. Porter and hertwo 
youngest children, those boys who gave the Misees Wyckoff such a 
welcome home last Autumn, have returned to this country. There 
are no children of the Mission in Pang Chaung but there are two 
lively happy boys In Belolt who are making bright the home of their 
mother's childhood. 

In closing this report we must give thaflks for the spirit of prayer 
that prevails there among native Chrtstlans, many Instances of in: 
tercessory prayer having been wonderfully answered. Where else 
but in Pang Chuang should we flnri four generations of one family 
engaged In work for the Lord'. EVom tbe great-grandfather, tbe old 
hospital chaplain, Mr. Wu, to the biide of a few months who has 
been Mias Porter's Bible woman, every generation has a t«acfaer or 

Of this young tnlssionary from Cleveland, Ohio, we 
*»> *^ *"■ hear little eitcepl the eeboes of happy home carols 
PUkin. "^ ""^ sweet notes from the nursery, but we know 
it is her presence In the home that Is doubling the 
power of one good yenng man who is spending his life in missionary 
service in Pao ting fu.- 

The College at Tung cho with its BUSof misslon- 
TuDff Oho. ory teach»s was iaad« very familiar to us by the 
report of the deputation last year. Only two of 
tbese misstouaries are under the charge of our Board, though allare 
among those whose names we have cherished in our hearts and for 
msuy yeacs we supported Mrs. Goodrich, the wife of Dr. Goodrich, 
who is at the head at the Theological Seminary. 

Miss Evans has long been one of our own dear 
KlM Evaaa. friends, teaching first In the boys' school long 
before a college of such dimensions was thought 
of. We are fortunate in baving a long letter from her written In 
August from that pretty little cottage on Western Hills where she 
says "Hiss Andrews, Miss Miner, Miss J. B. Chapin, Miss A-bbie 
Chiipiu and myself, we five and no more, have been keeping house 
, quite a change for us, but very pleasant." Her 
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vacatioD boB not been all apeot In idleneaa for afae brought ber 
teacher wbo gives tbe foreoooD to ber and the afternoon to BQsb 
Miner. Though she instats her letter is not for print, we inuat let 
her tell ber own Htory, "You see this is sucb a good time to pre- 
pare for next term," she writes, "tranalatiag, getting notes into 
Chinese. This is a very dear place to rest and work io. I am bo 
glad you know Hiss Sheffield. It will be sucb a joy to welcome 
her back. We shall miss her father and mother much, but will 
be more than glad to have Mr. and Mrs. Tewkabury here after their 
visit borne. I can not yet tell bow much outside work I can do tbis 
Winter. Last year I helped a little In one station class, took my turn 
in leading woman's meetings and bad charge of our day school. 
This year it will depend upon how much of Mrs. Blieffield's school 
work Mrs. Tewkabury can take up. My work In the College comes 
first you see. Miss Wingate do you know bow I love my work io 
Ihe College? How good our Father has been to let me have so 
many years of work lu the one spot." We are sorry not to add ber 
words about tbe poverty of the people especially since lailroada 
have thrown river men out of employment and her description' of 
the way they turn kerosene cans to use for stoves and for water 
spouts, but they will get into print somewhere. 

Hiss Miner In a recent letter notes tbe fact that 

Miia Laalla all the single ladlea are at their posts In Tung cho 
Ktner. College and yet there is great need for more 

workers. "Our most imperative need," she aaya, 
is for a man with rare intellectual and spiritual attainments, for 
work in the College and Theological Seminary to take tbe place of 
Mr. Kingman, who is obliged to resign his work because of ill 
health. Until our Dumber is Increased our teaching force wilt bear 
heavy burdens and I can not give as much time as I would like to 
work for women. This year I am teaching Ave College classes, but 
they do not recite every day, so I can gel all my teaching in Uie 
forenoon and give an average of four afternoons a week in the 
city. I enjoy my teaching more every year. Perhaps 1 take the 
most Interest tble year in my Geology classes, but International 
Law, Pauline Epistles and Concrete Geometry are not far behind. 

Last year our prospects in China were so bright It seemed 
as if we were seeing a nation bom In a day. Now we are walking 
again by faith not by sight," Miss Miner attended the commence- 
ment of Bridgman School and says of it, "Itmuathavebeeua proud 
day for Miss Chapin and tliss fiaveu. I should have said a ftappy 
day. for I can not immaglne any combination of circumstances that 
would make those two women feel anything but humble, but some 
of us ordinary mortals felt proud for them. Those three girls 'who 
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read their eBUTB (ram the chapel platform with all the dignity and 
seK-posseBslon of the "aweet girl graduatea" of the West, do repre- 
sent a new womanhood tn the OrleDt. When Chinese homes are 
filled with such sweet Btrong Cbristlao women we will Indeed hare 
a new China." Is not the work to which our missionaries have 
given thelrllvea one to be envied? Qod grant that the volunteers 
in this country who are longing to join them may not be hindered 
by lack of funds.

Splt« of depleted funds and a depleted force this mission has been 
moving forward. The religious Interest of last year has not passed 
away.

Especially at the latter place it has been of thrill- 
ing Intorest, reaching men from many tribes, some of them 2,000 
miles away who come to work In the gold mines. It la here that 
native helpers, trained In the Zulu misaion are bringing forth fruit 
by scattering wide the seed of the Kingdom. Mr. Goodbnodsh and 
hla helpers bold meetings In the great barracks, some of them with 
more than 4000 occupants. 

But during the latter months of this year the war cloud has dark- 
ened and burst over South Africa, and no one knows what the end 
may be. Natal In which our atatlona He, la the prospective battle 
ground, and while we believe no barm will come to our missionaries, 
the war cannot fall to produce unrest that will greatly hinder the 
missionary work.

MisaHattie after a changeful year, had settled down to work 
Clark. with Rbt. Mr. Cowlbs, among the boys of the 

Amanzimtote Seminary. Here she has continued with earnest pur- 
pose, winning tbe love and obedience of her boys, whom she moth- 
era as well as instructs. The wondering little lad, who is turning 
down beau for new stieets and who asks how the white man knows 
of < the stars, bears of tbe telescope. The geography class, that 
could not believe the world Is round, are told of the mao who have 
soiled around it. Those who thought themselves "reviled" when 
taught that they are sinners are led to exclaim "We see the^e are 
not man's words, tbay are God's words. What are we that we should 
withstand His words." 

She has charge of tbe kitchen, tbe dining-room and thedormllory 
for ttie more than sixty hoys in Jubilee Hall— no small task with 
iKiys, Bome of whom come from the Eraale with no idea of order and 
neatnesa, and who would daily Ignore tbe nice boxes made for each 
in the Industrial Department, if they were not petsiatentiy reminded 
that clothing must not ire left oa the floor. 

In December she and Hbs. Cowlbs rejoiced that the reoltatlona, 
dialogues, music, and essays of the graduat«s were a flue success at 
the closing exercises. Tbe room was made beautiful with ferns 
and hibiscus btoasoms, and with the United States Qag, (whoknows 
but it may prove useful in these troublous times.) The boye feasted 
their eyes upon the beauty. The day over, tbey slept "with their 
staff in their bends like the Israetltes" ready to depart on tbe mor- 
row. Long before day Hiss Clark rises to see them off, after the 
Lord's prayer has l>een repeated in concert. 

Then comes the house cleaning, some of the boys having riemained 
to help. One hundred and flftysheeta, one hundred and fifty pillow 
cases, seventy Ave towels, are washed and boiled for fear of vermin. 
The scalding in great Iron kettles of tbe 60 boxes, in which their 
clothing has been kept, follows for the same reason. The mending 
of all the bedding was superintended Itefore the welcome rest came. 

Then with other missionaries she went up, up, all the way to 
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CuiTf'a Post, about fiftj mllos from Pleteraiarjtibiu'g, aod about 
4,800 feet above tbe sea. The scenery w^a besMtUu), tbe ftights 
were cool and refreshing after ths heat of the coMt. It is matter 
for rejoicing that the mlaeloDariea in Afrleu, lUie those io IndU. 
have found a mountain refuse from the exhausting lieat. 

The "slgi^Dg time" was *a evept of the je»r. The goMromeDt 
hsd withdrawn its grants tothe qchool (formerly amountiag to (l^OO) 
causing the Mission great embarrassment. lAt^r it oSered a grant 
to each boy who would sign a written sgrewneal to teach for two 
years In govenuncnt scbools, after completing thetr cour^ of stody. 
By niuch pcTBuailon the prejudice and super«tltloii of the natives 
against signing papers was nverconM by motiy of the bojs, and a 
long step forward was taken. It wop a timeof much anxiety and 
prayer on ^e part of the boys thems^res as wall as of tjie (aiasioii- 
aries, but the result means victory. 

There is much to encourage, for tbe ^oportton of commuuioants 
among these Zulu boys, some of then brought up In the Kraals, is 
larger than in our schools «t home. For sev^rai years not one has 
flnlebed tlie course and gon* out without giving evidence ol coaver- 
slou. Miss Clark Is not vigorous in health, but she is htf^y in her' 
work and feels "tbot the Iiord. has been partial to bw" in aoslgnlng 
her to work in Africa.

Tbis Mission has been saddened by Ute return hotae of Mk. and 
Ubs. Wsumas on account of Uie failing health of tbe latter. On 
tbe other band It has received new courage from tbe restwaUon and 
return of the Woodsides, Mrs. Currie and Miss Melville, and by the 
coming re-enforceooent of workers from Canada, for the Chioajoba 
Station. 

The y«ar at tbe B^undv Statloo bos been eras of 
I^^ShSTon *** '^'^'' ^n^^^'^'S'og in Its Wtlre history, and the 
X. Wobrter. outlook Is more cheering than ever before. A 
Kifl> liouUe deep rell^us Interest was awakened during the 
B. Fay. week of pmyer which continued to grow. The 

attendance at the Sunday mtwalng service increased from 125 to 300 
Tbe Sunday School treblod Its numbers, 860 soBetlmes being pres- 
ent. The inlerest exUnded M> Keto's village and to other viUages tn 
care of the station. 

Mrs. Wbbstbb and Miss P*t have hsd. cbatgs of all tbe ecbools 
of the station as beretoJoie. But Mrs. Fay has had tbe oversight of 
tbe Eindergsrt^i, aided by the other ladies. In this kindergarten, 
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which meets Id the morDJDg, about 80 children are enrolled nho are 
too foung to work. The work done in this kindergarten fs of the 
BJniplest, few of the elaborate games and gifts being adapted to the 
Btate of society. But the songs that have been translated are sung 
with gusto, the golden texts and some of the 1}eautiful hymns are 
learned for the Sunday School, beads are strung, and bits of cloth 
cnt and strung for the cushions used on the head In bearing burdens. 

In the general school which meets In the ftfternoon, when the In- 
dustrial work of the day Is over, 80 boys and 40 girls are enrolled— 
a total of 120. In addition to reading, writing, arithmetic, compo- 
sition and English, we note that John, Matthew, Uark and the story 
of Jesus form a part of the curriculum. These schools opened for 
the year early in October, and our teachers came to thelrwork well 
rested and with eager zest. Oood progress has been made; and the 
attendance at the afternoon school has Increased. 

Hiss Fat has. In addition to her work in the schools, the charge 
of the infant department in the Sunday School, numbering slity. 
It includes both the station children and those from the villages. 
^8he has also a Wednesday afternoon Bible Class for the older girls 
at the station. 

Mrs. Wbbstbb gives tnatructlon In the Sunday School to forty 
young women aud girls who cannot read; and she too, has a Wed- 
nesday afternoon Bible class at CUume, which Is full of encourage- 
ment. To her there has come deep sorrow during the year, in the 
" death of her father, which came suddenly In April. Like hthers 
whose friends have gone when wide distance lay between, she finds 
it bard to realize that he has really entered Into blessed rest. 

We see the ladles sometimes giving social entertainments during 
vacation, such as a ' 'Peanut Reception" to the women, at which the 
entertainment consisted of looking at pictures, the refreshments of 
peanuts and lemonade. Also assisting at the Christmas festivities 
when all the station people come to a dinner of stewed antelope, 
corn mush, boiled rice and beans. Both spent their summer vaca- 
tion at BIhe, and returned rejoicing in the success of the work 
everywhere. 

Mrs. Stovbr, formerly our own missionary, returned with joy to 
her work among the women. Her class of heathen women soon 
grew from 19 to 56. These women she follows to their homes dur- 
ing the week with words of friendship and admonition, and she has 
been made glad by their increasing Interest and ready response to 
suggestions. "I have tried to impress upon them" she writes, "my 
disinterested friendship for them, and above all the friendship of 
Christ, and their usual greeting tome is "out friend.'" 

Although supplies are sometimes low because carriers are not to 
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be had, although the alteadaoce at 
pleted becftUBe the able bodied men are far in the laterior with the 
caravaos, altbough the people In the darkoess are often led Into some 
of tbe tbousaod snares that await them, although, as Mr. Stover 
sajs, ."more slaves are being sold la Portuguese Angola tbauever 
liefore, "still there is great advaDcement. The spiritual life is quick- 
ened, the CbrUtlauB are alive to bring la their friends, ten young 
people at one time Joined Mr. Fay's class for special instruction, as 
a preparation for church membership, a. spirit of Inquiry is in the 
villages, and the giving of the people Is Increased. Jjooking back 
to the days when this Mission was broken up and cast out we ex 
claim "What hath God wrought!"

In the Island Empire with its population of 46,000,000, the Woman's 
Board of tbe Interior has work at five strategic points. Two have 
been added to the thirteen workers of last jear, but one has been 
transferred, leaving fourteen on our list. 

Our principal institutioas are at Kobe, now be- 
"*'^- come a. city of 190,000 inhabitants and a rival of 

Yokuhama in foreign commerce. 

In the early months of the year deep anxiety was 
BUMS a'sSmIb '^" ^^ *''® friends of Kobe College for two rea- 
HiacBndlyM. Boas, It was feared that when the new treaties 
Brown. went into effect, the status of Christian schools 

MiBBjOertrude would be changed, and serious restrictions be 
imposed. But the eveotful July 17 came with 
Torrer flying banners and great rejoicing. Our mission- 

aries passed, with all foreigners, under Japanese 
jurisdiction, but thus far our schools, Kobe College included, have 
escaped interference. 

But the continued ill-health of one missionary, the absence of an- 
other, also from ill-health, the expected transfer of a third, and the 
great strain upon the remaining teachers, made It impossible to go 
on without re enforcements. Urgent picas came, not only from the 
College hut from the other missionaries, pointing out the peril of any 
weakening at this juncture when the College should be well sus- 
tained, and the fear that Miss Searle was also breaking from over- 
work and that the College might have to be abandoned. This dan- 
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ger, too, was averted. After long uid prayerful search, two well- 
equipped teachers were fouod aod are already in Japan. 

The College has grown In numbers and Influence. Its praapectB 
are CDcaUntlj brightening. Thirty-five new students were admit- 
ted In April, the largest number at one time since 1890. 

The demands for the graduates to do Chriatlaii work are also In- 
creasing, the teachers have calU for helpers which It Is Impossible to 
meet. The increasing number of pupils gives good hope of a future 
supply. The Day of Prayer was a good day, with the early morn- 
ing consecration meeting, the general meeting, and the quteC per- 
sonal talks in the evening, at which time twenty went to the room 
of one teacher to express Interest in their own salvation. Fifteen have 
given themselves to Christ during the year, and fifteen have beCome 
members of the church. Others have been denied baptism by Uielr 
pareots, and some wait for further Instruction and experience. It 
has been an unusually rich year spiritually. 

The Christian work of the students has gone f wwant In th« two 
Sunday Schools whldi they conduct, and theii Chriatlaa Eadckvca-, 
Temperance and Missionary Societies have been sustained. The last 
naoaed made Its usual pledge to the W. B. M. 1. at the begfamiag of 
the year, and on the day set apart for prayer tor Kobe CaUege fat 
Ute Hispah Calendar, tfaelr hearts were so toucbed they sent tta yen 
additional, accompanied by a beautiful letter from MiBsTwiKtrH- 
OTO, the Japanese teacher, president of the society. The society 
has about slity members. 

Miss Bbakle, In the early part of the year seened to be yielding 
to the long strain she has been compelled to bear, and her return to 
the home-land seemed imperative, but since January she has mucdi 
Improved, and has abandoned all thought of returning during 
the year. It Is hoped she may remain until Miss Torrey's retom. 
Miss Brown, who so bravely returned to berwork at the beginning 
of the year, was again obliged to go for a time to a quiet retreat near 
Kyoto. At last accounts sbe was improving, with sosie b<q>e thkt 
she may be able soon to continue her work in the College. Miss 
Bbnbdict of the W. B. M. has done Invaluable service In this 
time of stress, though at serious inconvenience to herself. 

MiBB Nina C. Btewabt, formerly of Okayama, has not been able 
to return to Japan tbls autumn, as she and the other missionaries had 
hoped. She attempted some work in the home Scld but was again 
prostrated by illness, and is compelled to wait. 

MissGertruds Willcox continued her work in Kobe College until 
the end of the college year when she was married to Rev. Wm. R. 
Weakley, of the Southern Methodist Mission. The wedding look 
place onthe college grounds at the time of the mission meeting, when

the mlssionarfes were prasent to bid ber "Ood speed" in bet new 
work. Her new field is at Ouita, "where Bomaofsm was stamped 
ont two bnndred and fifty years ago, and where there Is much bit- 
terness against Christianity," Let tbe prayers of many frle&ds fol- 
low her! 

Hiss ToRBBV is still seeking bealtb In tbe United States, but is im- 
proring and hopes ere long to return to Japan, for her valuable 
eervlcea are greatly missed In tbe college, both by teachers and pu- 
pils. Her work has been so thArongb that in her absence her pupils 
gave organ lessons to tbe training class at the Kindergarten, and 
both organ and vocal lessons to the women in the Bible School. 

HisB Asa B. Chandler has long been a re^dent 
New Teaohers. <>' Andovcr, Mass., and Is a graduate of its high 
school, and of the State Normal School in Fram- 
ingham. She has been a successful teacber in tbe high schools 
of Andover, Wilmington, Randolph and other towns In Massachu- 
setts. She has also had the privilege of spending three and a halt 
years ot study in Europe. Her going Is the culmination of years 
of Interest in foreign missionary work. 

MiBB Edith 8. Bhaw of Kidder, Missouri, is a graduate of Kidder 
Institute and of Drury College, having completed her course with 
honor in June. She was active in Christian work while in College 
and has had a year of succrasful teaching between her graduation 
from Kidder Institute and her work la College. 

These two ladles sailed in September from Vancouver, and are 
probably in Kobe College, bringing relief and gladness to all its 
teachers. 

This school holds its sessions from October to 
Woman'aZIvwi- March, giving opportunity both to the mlssion- 
sellBtic SoltoaL „i^ ^nd to the women in training to do practical 
""^n^y " '"'^'' '" '*'* ^^'"^ ^' opened in October with ten 
HUa Martha J. earnest, self- sacrificing women. But although 
Barrows. the numbers are not large, assurances continue to 

HIM Etortnida come from the churches that the work of the 
" women already trained and sent out is valuable. 

Twenty five of ifaem have now had from five to ten years experi- 
ence, and tbe older ones are occasionally giving valuable aid In dif- 
ficult places, visiting and helping some of tbe younger women who 
labor in remote places. The calls for more Bible women continue 
to come from the churches, andtbe Mitesoclety, formed at the grad- 
uation of the first class ten years ago, has given and Is still giving 
valuable assistance in the support of women studying in the school. 

In connection with this school tbere is a Sunday School for the 
children of Ibe neighborhood, which Is of profit not only to thecltll' 
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dren but to the womeo of the Bchool as a place of training in Sun- 
day Scliool methods. Tlie Japanese are very clever in the use of 
the brush and pencil, aud tbej are taught to use this talent in Bible 
iDBtructioa. Besides this there is a night-scbool for children work- 
ing in a match factory, in which the women in the Bible school have 
for eight years had charge of a Sunday School. 

Those connected with this Bible school also share in the regular 
Sunday School, Christian Bndeavor and Junior Christian work. 
Be^es this there is great opportunity for calling upon those who 
are at least willing to consider the claims of Christianity. 

Miss Dddlki has continued her work in the Kobe Evangelistic 
School and among the churches. Some beautifultblngs have come to 
her knowledge of the frutt of her early work among the women. 
Recently an old lady in 8anda whom she did not recognize, said 
"when you spent five months in Sanda twenty-tiiree years ago, my 
little girl used to go to your room every day and yon taught herBl- 
ble Stories and hymns. She married and lived in the country two 
or three miles from Sanda. She had two tittle children and two or 
three years ago she died. She asked for a Christian funeral, and 
only two or three days before her death sat up and sang 'Jesus loves 
me' which she had learned twenty years before." Daring all her 
married life she had no opportunities to hear of Christianity, The 
seed sown was watered only by the dew of the Spirit, yet it brought 
forth fruit unto everlasting life. We' may well believe that the 
weeks and months of hard, discouraging labor expended by our 
faithful missionaries In touring will bring forth results that cannot 
now be estimated. 

Miss Babrows, wio went to Japan twenty-three years ago, who 
was long connected with the Kobe College in its lieginnings. and 
later associated with Miss Dudley in the founding of the Woman's 
Evangelistic School, returned to the United States for recuperation, 
hoping she may be equal to another term of service. She arrived in 
San Francisco November 21, spent a few days in California and a 
few months in Iowa before going to her home in Vermont. She 
hopes to return to Japan with new vigor. 

Miss Coz&d, besides her work in the Evangelistic School witli 
Miss Dudley, has visited as often as practicable an.English school 
started by a pastor's wife. A. numlier of students have been led to 
Christ. Her spring tAiir was in the mountains and valleys of the 
provinces of Tamba and Tango. She was delighted with the oppor- 
tunities of meeting the people in their homes and having real heart 
to heart tallu with Christians and with those who are more of less 
Interested in Christianity, The efficiency of the worii done by the 
three women evangelists made ber long for the opportunity to train 
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more such workers. "If we could double ot treble the number of 
women at work It would not meet the demuidB," she esclalmg. 
June wu spent in trips to leas distant places wbere the; have work, 
Tbeearl; autumn, before tbe scbool openn inOctober was tobespect 
In similar work. "We are watting for the harvest which only an 
outpouring of the Bpirit can bring. Help ua with your prayer to 
reap this harvest" fs her plea.

Lyon Howe. ^^^^ ^^^ publicschools and after admitting thesame 
number of new ones had fifty applicants left to wait over til! another 
year. The school sent by invilatloa an exhibit to the Educational 
EKhibitfon in Kyoto which was much admired, and later were in- 
vited toseCd the same to twoothercItJeH. The school held public ser- 
vices OD the Day of Prayer for schools and colleges, which was well 
attended. It entertained in its turn, the Kindergarten Associations of 
Kyoto, Osaka and Kobe. Over seventy guests attended and spent 
the day. The president of the Kobe society presided — a great in- 
novation as she was a woman— and tbe eaerpises were opened with 
prayer < Yet so well was the affair managed, it was voted the beet 
meeting of the union ever held. 

In midsummer the regulations issued by the Board of Education 
forbidding religious exercises in schools, promulgated after tbe 
treaties went into effect, filled the missionaries of all denominations 
with dismay. They took anxious counsel together, special anxiety 
being felt (or the Kindergartens and primary schools. Miss Howe 
left the mountain peak of Hieizan and went down to Kobe in tbe 
beat t« learn the opinion of Japanese gentlemen. All believed that 
no Christian training of any sort would be allowed. It was an anx- 
ious time when much prayer was made^ but lat«r came official no- 
tice from the United States Uinister that Kindergartens would not 
be interfered with. So Miss Howe gave thanks and took courage, 
and the Glory Kindergarten was to open September lltb,wfthafull 
number of children and a fine training class of girls. 

Hiss Howe greatly desires to have a home for thisclass in connec- 
tion with her own home, so that they may be under her influence as 
the girls are in our other boarding schools and colleges, but the con- 
.dition of theBoard's treasury compelled it to say "Walt, "in response 
to her request. 

Ten years having passed since Hiss How* undertook tbe develop- 
ment of the Christian Kindergarten in the Japanese Empire, the 
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F<Kr|tB Ewai, tbe society of women who ralBcd the firet money for the 
erection of the Qlory Eindergarten, addreesed through their Presi- 
deot, Hisa liAtda Bui, a tetter to the B<Hkrd beautifnlly Bumming np 
the resatta of the ten years work, abd urging that Utss Rowe be 
alk-wed to conthiite her watch and guidance. It was a fine tribute 
to the va}ue of the work already aecotnpltataed. 

Hies Howe contioues the work of traosiatfon as she tias <yppor- 
tunity, and thus the EindergaltnerB In Japan are gradually belog 
supplied wlM aottable books for study. 

Htsft MOCandliSh has spent the year with Rev 
Hlyasaki. Cyrus Clark and Wife, In their pleasant home, 

M^ au'b *''* *"*'^ foreign house on that side of the bland. 
* " ' The homo is on the ouUkirte of the town, with a 
pretty jard fo front of it, tmd amid pleasant, picturesque scenery. 
She has been devoting herself to study and to work of various kinds. 
Hiyazaki is the govennnent headquarters and the school center of 
the prorince, ao they have many calls from people of note, who are 
encoiiraged to come as a means of reaching them. She has charge 
of Uie children's Sunday School in the semi-foreign church which is 
large enough to secommodate all who come. She has helped Start 
anotlier Sunday School across the river In the house of one of the 
Christians. In the saine neighborhood is a weekly gospel scrvtc«, at 
wbieh she speaks through an interpreter. The English night 
school is continued, and also the glrU' class. The woman's prayer- 
meeting Is held only once a month as they cannot be persuaded to 
come oftener. "Hen and boys flock to the house, but we have to 
search for the glrlS and women," Miss McCandllsh says. 

She and Mrs. Clark make many calls upon all classes and condi- 
tions fr<Nn the wife of the Mayor down. Early in the year her 
teacher showed signs of decline and died in April, making it neces- 
sary for her to go to O^ka to complete her studies for her second 
year's examination in Japanese. She studied "all day and every day" 
until July whefi tbey went to the cool mountains.

From early mom till late at night, they have 
been busy with ciaases and meetings, making and receiving calls, 
writing to put those interested who go to other cities, in touch with 
the missionaries, and trying to hold them by eorrespondence. 

One of the meetings held at their house is a children's meeting, 
really a Sunday School held on Saturday afternoon. Another is a 
union meeting of Chriatiau women, some non- Christians also attend- 
ing.

The Week of 
Prayer brought spiritual refreshing, with a large attendance at each 
meeting, some coming who have not been to a Chrlatlan meeting 
for years.

There have been fifty girls living under the roof of Samokov 
Boarding School during the past year, and, including the Primary 
department, there have been aa many more day scholars. The 
school has opened this year with large numbers. 

The kindergarten, taught by Hiss Elizabeth Clarke, has been a 
delightful and helpful part of the school, and, in spite of the oppo- 
sition of the bishop and the priests, there is every reason for en- 
couragement regarding its being sustained. 

Hiss Mary Haskell has been in America this year finding ber 
rest in plans and activitleH in behalf of her beloved Bulgarian home. 
She has interested many friends in the purchase of a Mason and 
llamtin piano for Samokov, and they will be glad to know that it 
has reached its destination. 

Miss Baird has finished her first year. It has been arduous, as all 
first years must especially be, but her associates write that she 
has been a blessing to the school. The daughter of a priest has 
been a pupil, and be came by night to visit her, eipressing his pleas- 
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ure at what he saw and bis desire that she should remain for further 

This priest had already been punished, two years before, for 
allowing his daughter to be !□ a Frotestant school. 
' MiasCole and Miss Matthews, of the W. D. M., con- 

tinue in their excellent work In the Boarding School 
in which our share consists of all of the Tunning expenses save the 
salaries of these two teachers. 

A girls' day school was begun at Monastlr twenty-five years ago, 
when the Mission was opened, and a boarding department was soon 
added. This school, with its high requirements, has served as a 
stimulus to the whole region, and the standard of the Bulgarian, 
Greek and Wallachian schools has been sensibly raised. Monastlr 
girls go as teachers to out stations; many of tbem are Bible women, 
and as wives and mothers they are elevating home life In Bulgaria. 
Albania is an esceedingly hopeful field and in the Girls' school at 
Eortcha, la which many of the pupils are from Mohammedan homes, 
two Monaatir graduates are teachers.

Miss Zimmer has sustaitied a large Christian Endeavor 
Society; she has employed poor widows in the mailing of lace, em- 
broidery and drawn work, Cor which she has found sale, and shchas 
comforted and aided many sick and suSerlng women and children 
in their homes. During last winter her long hours of latior ex- 
tending far into the night, added to the severe strain of months, 
brought her to a severe illness of several weeks. She was left in a 
critical condition, and, as soon as sufQclently restored to render it 
possible, under advice of the Mission she arranged for an indefi- 
nite absence. She is now in Germany. The Sunday School will 
be carried on and a Bible woman employed under the supervision 
of other missionaries In Oonstantinople, but, since she was the only 
American missionary living in her especial fleld, aome brancbes of 
the work must be dropped.

otben. It Is a grief that tbe priests cannot understand that the mo- 
tive Isnot to eunder but to upbuild. A number of orphanages have 
been closed, the patriarch preferring that the children should atarve 
rathe* tban be instructed In Christian institutions. Mist Jones' 
summer holidays, spent in Marsovan, gave opportunity for rest 
and language studj and an insight into tbe work in tbe Interior. 
Mrs. Mardin boarded not far from Gedlk Paaba, at Hlisar, near 
enough, she hoped, to superintend and push repairaupon the mlaerv- 
bly leaking Mission roof, but, at last word, tbe landlord, always 
behind with bis taxes, bad not been allowed by tbe government to do 
any thing about them. Thereof, partly ot cement and partly of tiles, 
is in so ruinous a condition thatlnsstorm, water pours down Inpail- 
f uis Into the bed-rooms. 

Mrs. Harden wrote last April of tbe season of refreshing Incident 
to the visit to Constantinople of the English Evangelists, Mr. and 
Mrs. Millard and Rev, Qeorge C. Gnibb. They held fifty ser- 
vices in three weeks, attended by most blessed results. 

In place of the evening schools, closed three years ago, private 
pupils have been received, opening a fruitful field for personal 

During last boliday season Miss Mills 
wrote of the fortnight of celebrations, in. 
eluding New Tear's and both Greek and 
Armenian Christmas. 

The week of prayer closed with a polyglot service; shortaddressea 
and prayers in Armenian, Greek, Spanish, Turkish and English. All 
joined in the singing, each In his own language. There were many 
new pupils last year and the girls were earnest and sympathetic 
in their work. Tbe Society ot King's Daughters baa published a 
monthly paper with school notes. No where In Turkey is there 
such a gathei'lng togetherof all nations as In Smyrna. 

Desiring to improve her Greek Miss Mills spent the summer 
among the mountains of Pontus in the familr of a pastor whose 
daughter is a pupil. 

Two new Bible Readers are urgently needed in the Smyrna field 
and suitable women are ready It funds are provided for tbeir sup- 
port. 
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The one Bible woman. Marftza Hanum, has accomplished a 
remarkable work in the eight years of her aetrtc*. 

In an out-station of Afion Kara HlBsar there la a Sunday School of 
from one hundred and fifty to two hundred pupils, and a woman's 
prayer meeting averaging seventy In attendance, all the result of 
the labors of Maritza Banum. 

From Smyrna cornea another appeal for a Kindergarten Training 
Teacher. The closing of a kindergarten, In connection with one of 
our Hisaiong, for lack of a teacher, sent seventy little children to the 
Jesuits and Gregorians; a great opportunity lost, for bad these 
ohildren remained In our kindergarten the large majority would 
have continued their education under evangelical Influences. 

Hiss Brewer sailed from New York Sep 

Sivoa. tember 7th in company with Mrs. Coffing 

Ulu Huy B. Brewer. and Hiss Spencer, of HadJIn. It had 

been her fond hope that during her home 
visit she could secure a young woman to go with her to SIvaa, but.

this greatly needed helper. The entire Mission misses the Inspir- 
ing presence of Rev. A. W. Huhbard, who had been in service at 
Btvaa over twenty-flve years. A great hearted man, a leader, has 
fiiUen. The whole Slvas region is hungering for the word. Vil- 
lages, hitherto suspicious, now heartily welcome the missionaries. 
It Is a ripe field to which we have sent our laborer. Hay her 
strength be equal to the demand. The responsibility is ours thnt 
the force is sufficient for the need. 

The girls of the Boarding School have car-

key, an Industrial department has been 
maintained, since the troubles, in order that after school training la 
over, not only those who are fitted for teaching, but all may be cap- 
able of aelf-support. Bug making has been the chief industry in 
our Talas School. 

Miss Maason, from Athens, has most succesafuily carried on the 
Greek department. In June, five girls, three Armeniens and two 
Greeks, were graduated with credit to themselves and the school. 
Eleven girls were received into the church at Easter Communion; 
bright girls who had made plain by their dally living that they were 
learning the secret of a happy life. Not only were these eleven 
lifted Into a new atmosphere by tlieir public profession, but the 
spirit of the school was elevated. In June came Commencement 
preparations; five girls to be fitted out with pink and white gradu- 



atiug dresseB. songs, eBsaya, recitations and gymnastics to be re- 
hearsed, then the lost great day, with Its crowd of visitors, and the 
flnal satisfaction that all was well over. 

A good amount of Tillage touring, that Important, always en- 
couraging, but always arduous work, has been done. Id the Easter 
vacation, Mrs. Seelye visited four villages north of Cesarea; Hoonijt- 
sooD, an Ideal village where Bodville Erecon has been pastor four- 
teen years; and Dendll, a queer little collection of hovels where the 
married women wear, day and night, headgears weighing seven 
pounds. Their belts weigh a trifle more and they wear rings on 
fingers and thumbs. This picturesque, Ignorant, wretched people 
listened eagerly to the Bible and longed for light.

Theentire at- 
tendance in the school during the year has been eighty-seven girls, of 
whom thirty-one were boarders. The decrease is traced to the 
efforts of Greek, Armenian and Gregorian Catholics to keep their 
children in their own schools. 

At commencement a class of five was graduated. The general at- 
mosphere of the school has been sympathetic and helpful. One of 
the Armenian teachers defined It as like heaven. The change of 
character in gome of the little village girls has been marked, ar was 
evidenced In one child who prayed that she might not wait for 
Jesus to knock at the door of her heart but that she might open 
before He knocked. 

Uiss Webb, In writing of the need of an American leacherto train 
kindergartnera, says, ''I know that in some places In America a kin- 
dergart«n la counted one of the luxuries, but it is not so in Turkey. 

Where the children have no place to play hut the streets, and the 
mother!) no Idea of training children, the kindergarten becomes al- 
most a necessity if there Is to be any foundation on which to rest 
future upbuilding." 

Miss Lizzie Webb's heart turns Btrougly toward evangelistic work 
and each year she hopes to see the way to it opened.

Hiss Chambers has been Indefatigable 
In her lalfors and in A.uguBt the long craved assistant started from 
America on the long joume; over sea and land. Hiaa Myrtle Foote 
ia a graduate of the Scientlflc course of Tabor College in the class 
of 1804, and she has since gdned experience by teaching. 

One hundred and twenty-six children In the two houaea of the 
Orphanage: schools enrolling one thousand seven hundred pu- 
pils, entirely under the Bupervision of our missionaries; loduatrial 
work divided Into various departments; evangelistic work, admit- 
ting of extension without limit; this Is the Oorfa field to which 
these three women are giving of their strength. During seven 
months of the year a Scotch lady. Miss Annie Harshall, who 
came for the limited time, was of much assistance in the superin- 
tendance of the embroidery department. One of the mo«t Interest- 
ing features In this field is the Bible work. Five native women are 
devoted entirely to evangelistic work and eleven to educational. 
Beginning with the alphabet, spectacled grandmothers and girlish 
brides study side by side. Each teacher has an average of forty 
pupilB, making an aggregate of four hundred and fifty reached 
by this means alone. Each woman attests her earnestness by the 
payment of a small tuition fee of about a penny a week. 

It Is pleasant to mention the Invaluable assistant Sogomon, wbo 
has been Hiss Bhattuck's right hand for three years. He has over- 
sight of the seventy orphan boys and be takes much responsibility 
In connection with the Industrial department. His young wife, 
most tenderly loved, is the daughter of a pastor who was slain In

home coming. From November until she sailed In Beptember on 
her return t« Turkey, Mrs. Cofflng, after the custom of our mlsaion- 
aries, emphasized her rest by scoresof public addresses, which, If not 
particularly conducive to her own upbuilding In health, greatly 
edified the churches. In themeantlme Miss Bates has held on her 
wayin storm and inshine. Oraduationdayln Juneclosettheheary 
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work of tbe year and, during the summer, after the boardiog pupils 
have goDe to their homes, the qutet dajs are occupied In making 
clothing for poor pupils and In other preparations for winter, 
last year there were thirty -flye orphan girls who had no homes 
to go to, and this numter was increased by one hundred giria from 
the orphanage in tbe city who were admitted to tbe Home that they 
might have tbe advantage of the commodious grounds. 

The new year opened in September with two hundred and eigh- 
teen pupils. "He who is faithful In that which is least is f^thful 
also in much," was tbe motto left by Mrs. Cuffing for teachers and 
pupils, and efforts toward right doing have never been more earnest 
and unremitting. Hadjlu has, and has had In tbe past, con- 
scientious and able native teachers: many of them girls from the 
poorest, lowest of village homes who have made the most of tbeir 
advantages in the Home and In the colleges to which Ibey have 
afterward gone. In January eight girls were received Into church 
membership and, a little later, a Young People's Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor, with Junior and Juvenile branches, was organized 
In the school. Teachers and older pupils have taught In tbe Sun- 
day Schools of the two Protestant churches in tbe city. The day 
schools are suffering for lack of suitable supervision, This is the weak 
point In the Hadjin work and it will continue to be until the force 
can be Increased. The primary schools, tbe feeders for higher 
grades, are not thoroughly conducted because of the scarcity of 
workers, and, in consequence, tbe higher grades are handicapped 
by lack of thoroughness in initial training. 

Mrs. Cofflag, accompanied by Miss Charlotte D. Spencer, her for- 
mer associate In Hadjin, sailed from New York September 9th. 
Miss Spencer, after years of insecure health. Is sufficiently restored 
to make return prudent, and, with her kuonledge'of language and 
people, she was ready forlmm^dtate service. Miss Agnes Swenson, 
who went out in 1864, resigned last March. 

In May, Mrs. Ida MelUnger Nakashian. before her marriage for a 
nnmberof years a missionary of this Board in Oorfa and Smyrna, 
entered Into rest at Hadjin, wheie she bad gone with her husband 
for the. summer months, leaving a little daughter five days old. 
She was a woman of rare enthusiasm. After the massacres she went 
to England to raise money for tbe sufferers, meeting with marked 
success.

Hiss BiiBhaell says, "During our moat severe weather last winter 
a father brought bU daughtsr, a girl of ten, to the school, begging 
to have her admitted. The; had walked all the way through the 
SDOW from a village two or three daya dlataut. The poor child was 
very scantily clad and eveo the dothea she wore were not her own 
but borrowed for the occasion. The father promised to pay part 
of her ezpenaea to wheat, which promlae he has kept. The girl 
was taken into the school and she is doing well." 

Erzroom work la ateadlty gaining ground, and the Girla' School 
la in a promising condition aa far as numbers and the quality 
of the pupila is concerned. Of the one hundred and efghty-nlne 
girls sisty-eight are orphans aupported by frienda la England. 
There was a spiritual awakening laat winter and five girls were re- 
ceived into the churcli. The Christian Endeavor Society numbers 
twenty-five and the Sunday School over twohundred members. The 
urgent, the imperative demand is for a new building. The one 
in use had for a nucleua a native house which waa added to room 
by room, but which for several years has been untoncbed. Erz- 
room ia, commercially, the most important city in Eastern Turkey. 
There Is a strong desire throughout that region for better educa- 
tional advantages and, with suitable housing, there ia opportunity 
for a large boarding department. Erzroom la waiting permission 
to arise and build. 

The burden of the cry from Hardin la 
for another young American woman. 
This has been repeated and continuously 
repeated since 18QS, when Mlaa Nutting 
made a strong appeal in the eipectation of herself continuing, but 
another year saw her on the way home in broken health. Hiss Graf 
went to fill Miss Nutting's place, taking charge ot the kindergar- 
ten, superintending the girls' school and leaching, as much as poa- 
Bible, in the High School, but there la but one woman where 
two are needed. A atronger appeal has never come from any 
field than this from Hardin. Hrs. Andrua, the aenlor mladonary 
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of the Etatton, In 1869 recorded the onmes of the first pupils and 
now, for ft number ol je&n, in addition to liousehold cares and in 
feeble health, she has carried on the school because la no other wa; 
could it be continued. The climax has now come, and this year, of 
the thirty-eight pupils, but eight were pennltted to return after the 
vacatioQ. The mission writes, "Cannot you find some extraordinary 
meana of publishing our distresa? Somewhere there must be tJie 
jonng woman for us, only she does not know of Hardin." 

There have been many diaturbancea In the Mardln field during 
the year. Lack of rain caused scanty crops, and with decrease of re- 
lief funds distress has been eTen greater than two years ago. Miss 
Qrat writes of people watting far Into tiie night for opportunity to 
draw water at the cisterns. The goverament has been bringing 
down Its hand heavily and several of the native Christian young 
men have suffered prolonged Imprigonment, But in spite of, and 
perhaps because of these things, the spiritual condition of the church 
is excellent. 

The Sunday School doubled within six months. The Senior 
Christian Endeavor Society numbers twenty and the Junior fifty 
memlKrs. To each Junior, at the Iwginning of the year, a ten para 
piece, in value lesa than one cent, was given, and at the end of six 
months twenty-flveofthembrougbtin their gains, amounting to $3. 40. 
Many Syrian houses Intbeout-stationaareopenand the Bible readers 
have entrance to quarters hitherto closed. The reaching out of the 
girls to help others Is most delightful and encouraging. Last year 
the Christian Endeavor Society sent (1.23 for a girl in China, 
and $4.40 for the new ship, "Robert Logan," |10.00 in all for home 
and foreign missions. 

Hisa Ellsworth reached Harpoot last 
November, and toward the end of the 
long overland Journey, the party of 
nine who had been long delayed by the 
difficulty of getting passports, were mot by all of the American 
missionaries of the station and many Armenians who rode out to meet 
them. The one thousand students were gathered on the terraces 
and a little band of orphan boys sang "Home. Sweet Home" in Eng- 
lish to greet the travelers. Miss Ellsworth's specialtir Is science, 
and from hor arrival she has taught classes Id the College. A letter 
written by a member of the Christian Endeavor Society when Miss 
Ellsworth bad been in Harpoot but a few weeks contains this ex- 
piession, "Now let us come to our thankfullnesa that we will show 
you for Mlsa Ellsworth. We can not tell you by writing, but if you 
were here you would see and know our love that we have for her." 
During the last year, not countiog the orphans, the enroUment of 
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Euphrates College has been about uue hundred more than before 
the maBsacres. Three himdred aod fifty orphans attend the College 
and lower schools. During several hours each daj these orphans 
work at trades and household duties, and in time they will return to 
their native Tillages prepared to be self-supporting; so many dis- 
seminators of thrift and Christianity. 

The survey of the year's work la Turkey tells, [□ many fields, of 
Impaired health and consequent home coming. With the terrible 
years behind could it be otherwise ? The massacres, beginning 
in 18dS, were followed hy appalling destltuUnn and suffering, which 
tlie missioDaries bore an important part in alleviating by the Judi- 
cious distribution of Relief funds. This, in itself was a stupendous 
undertaking, and in addition the schools were carried on, orphanages 
were established, and the people were taught industries in order 
that tliey might become self-supporting. 

How Is tt that any of our workers have so long endured the stress 
and strain? There is reason, not for discouragement, but forrejoic- 
iag that they have been able to hold on until such time as, without 
the work suffering serious loss, they could, one by one, come home 
for recuperation. 

Among the pressing needs of the Turkish field are a teacher for 
Marash College, and one tor Hardin High School, a school building 
at Srzroom and Bible women In many places We cannot empha- 
size too strongly the open doors awaiting Bible women. Without 
doubt much of the hope of the future In mission fields lies with 
tr^ned native pastors and teachers. A recent letter gives testimony 
to the heroism of native pastors, and It might equally as well be 
written of many Bible women: "Several were present who had 
endured torture ; one who by his firmness had kept hundreds from 
turning Moslem, and one who had been wounded and left as dead ; 
yet they said not one word of themselves and only afterward, from 
othera, did I learn the heroic part they had home," This is the day 
of opportunity in Turkey. What measure of responsibility is ourat 
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INDIA.

Ot the je&r In Bomba; Hiss Abbott writes; "Per. 
Bombay sonallj, tbe past year baa been the moBt trjiog 

'^J* *""***• In the experience of the past ten years. Last year 
KUa Anna U ^^ ''^ plague and diatreBs among us but money 
MtllaTd. was aent ua by which we could relieve in some 

measure tbe most of those who came to ua for aid- 
Thia year the plague was worse than before anij cases of unusual 
distress claimed our aid until far into April while the money sup- 
ply ceased with the end of the year previous. During the famine 
I opened a home for the widows sent me for succour, and money 
was freely sent for them. This year's donations have been far be- 
low tliOae received at flist and It has been hard to meet the actual 
need of every day. Sickaess and death invaded our own compound 
and besides tbe great loss of valued help, much discomfort and 
great expense were the consequence. 

Yet the year bas been in no wise without its blessings. With 
every sorrow there has been a mercy. Besides personal blessings, 
the improvement of the women under my charge — the Joy of hav- 
ing a home for Christian women in our own bungalow— the school 
for Bene -Israelite and Hindu girls which has a Sabbath school 
connected with it of about one hundred children, boys and girls, 
regular in attendance, with intelligent Interest In their lessons — these 
and many otlier signal blessings remind us that the Lord has not for- 
gotten to be gracious." 

Miss Abbott was for months under orders of her physician to 
leave her work before the needed furlough was enforced by com- 
plete prostration ; but was in great perplexity lest the work suffer 
or be abandoned for a time when there was no one to help. While 
there was call for a surplus of workers they had not even the fete 
they BO greatly needed. Finally plans were made whereby Mrss 
HiLLAHS could carry on her own work, assume a part of Miss Ab- 
bott's and thus Miss Abbott was relieved from the unequal burden 
she had so long and bravely borne, and is now in this country for 
the much needed rest and recuperation. 

During last year Miss Millard was ill and for months unfitted 
for service. In February she writes; "We are again in the mfdst 
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of tbe plague — about the aune Dumber of daflj cases as last year — 
several schools are closed — there ie sorrow and suCeriDg every- 
where." As her regular work was interrupted she visited the 
women in the camps, where besides strangers, she found women 
and children from the families in her district. She carried with her 
simple remedies bj which some of their ills were alleviated. This 
attention and interest in them, in their time of trouble, hfis won the 
gratitude and affection of more than one not previously inclined to 
be friendly. 

Of the Girls' Boarding School Miss Bibsell writes: 
AbmadnoBur. "Two hundred and eighty children crowding our 
HiaaBmily twelve rooms and overflowing into our verandah 
MuHTMBryE comers— and still they comel We felt more than 
Moalton. ' ^""^ ^^^ *^ ^"^ reached the limit; that justice to 
the pupils already seated and to the teacher In 
charge, demanded that the door he closed to every newcomer, 
but when the next candidate presented herself there were SO many 
reasons why exception in her favor should be made, that justice 
was waved aside and the willing pupils crowded a little closer, and 
the newcomer was seated. Superintendent, teachers, and pupilst 
have worked bard and enthusiastically to make up for the loss by 
dispersion on account of the plague during the earlier months of 
the year, and have earned a '"well done." Fifteen girls were re- 
ceived Into the church during the year and a large class of candi- 
dates for admission are under instruction. 

These girls arc earty,trained in systematic giving. The handful 
of grain has been put aside every day in each dormitory and the 
amount has been sold and proceeds given to the church and Sun- 
da; school. 

Several of the older girls have proved efiScient helpers in the in- 
fant Sunday school and children's service, coming in turn to help 
the leader, assuming responsibility, and serving in a quiet way. 
These are notes of encouragement to the watchers for growth. 
There have been disappointments, but on the whole the moral and 
spiritual tone Indicate progress, and we have abundant reason to 
give glory to Ood for He hath done for us great things. 

Recent letters bring news of the very serious illness of Dr. Julia 
BissBLL from typhoid fever contracted hj her severe work among 
the plague sufferers. We are glad to note that the Woman's Board 
of Missions are sending out Miss Dr. Qribts to assist in Miss 
Julia's medical work. Miss Houlton has been transferred to Wai 
during Hise Gordon's absence on furlough. She will be sadly 
missed but Mrs. Siblbt alone In Wal is the one thought which 
cannot be entertained by any one of the missionaries. Mbb. H. O. 
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BiMKLL will be associated with Hiss Emily during Miss Houlton's 
absence. 

Waman'H EducatioDal work at tbese statiODS has 

BokTdins greatly iocreased, it bas moved forward more than 

Schools. (n other parts of the mission because the resident 

»^8. missionaries have Bteadlly pressed the work for- 

Bairarl. vard. The schools which were closed on account 

the plague, have resumed and are reported full to 

overflowing. Children are turned away for lack of room and of 

these a number who have Chriatian parents. 

One mlasionary writes: "Christian children who have no oppor- 
tunity in their own villages because there is no school there, had to 
bo refused again and again. Poor widows clothed in rags came 
begging that their children be taken. Decrepit fathers brought 
their daughters. Grandparents came bringing orphans. We eould 
not take them bteaiue of lack of fundi." This missionary adds, "The 
school in my charge has seventy-five g^rls in our (warding depart- 
ment, and dormitories that accommodate thirty -eight were stretched 
to their utmost capacity and now we have turned away girls of 
Christian parents, who are thus doomed to a life of ignorance and 
whose parents are willing In some way to raise the required fee, 
though desperately poor. The turning away of these children the 
last month has brought us some of our hardest mieslon work." 

At Rahurl there have never been so many applications for en- 
trance. The girls' school is overflowing, Ibe primary class Is a 
school of forty pupils by Itself. The attendance is so good that not 
one pupil failed In eiaminatlon. Notes of Wadale come with added 
interest and force being the word of an eye witness — a son in a 
W. B. H. I. family. In a round -the* world tour he visited some of 
the India mission stations. Of the day schools at Wadale he said: 
"They surround Wadale like a halo. This may be said of nearly all 
the large stations In India, whero the day schools have a footing. 
The Wadale boys supply workers for the other flelds of lalior— for 
instance, the engineer and the guard on our trsin were Wadale 
boys." Thus theChristlan boys, product of the missions, are trusted 
in all walks of life. In other stations as well. He spoke of the "Set- 
tlement Work" at Wadale. That, too, is true of all the stations. 
The beautiful out-giving life la lived, lifting up the lower lives. 
This same Settlement Work is becoming an important factor In the 
civilization and christian Ization of the depraved and degraded masses 
who throng all the great centers in our home land— but It is com- 
paratively new. Wbence originated the Idea here? Where were 
found the flrst object lessonsT For answer may we not point to the 
mission stations of India, Africa, and the islands of the sea. The 
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workers there tave been about the Father's business these maoj 
jears, and their works do follow them even to Christian America, 

The Bible Women's work, Interrupted by the 
Bible Women, plague, was resumed In June and everywhere io 

the stations and villages, tbej were welcomed. 
Sometimes the aative women came together in classes, aud though 
compelled to spend all tbeir time In toil for dally bread, tliey seemed 
never to begrudge the time spent with the Bible woman. The 
value of the Bible woman as an auxiliary to the mission cannot be 
estimated in cold tables of statistics. Testimony or their efficient 
work cornea from all the places where thej serve. One illustfation 
may be given. In one village, work had been carried on for years 
witljoul special result and bad beeo discontinued. Early in the 
year one Bible woman was attracted to this village, many of whose 
residents had been helped during the time of famine. She found 
maaj ready to hear her and worked with them four months, havbg 
help of some Christians living near. Of this class of listeners nine 
women were baptized and received into the church, and many chil- 
dren are now walking six miles a day, though with scanty food, to 
the schools of the city. 

One of the problems which confronts our mlssion- 
Orpboaa. aries in connection with the "reductions" is the 

large number of orphans, a legacy from famine and 
pestilence to tlicm. There are more than six hundred orphans in 
this district alone. The question of support is only one oT the many 
that arise. What Is to be done with them? What trades can they 
be taught so that the; may gain an independent living? Need we 
wonder if our missionaries "grow weary and faint from the feeling, 
only too sure, that some were 'letting go' their hold on the ropes at 
the other end." 



.tfiwionarv.— Madura— Miss Eva M, Swift. 
This school has just completed its sixth year. It 
Lnoy Perry was established to meet the need of more syste- 
Noble matic Bible study and training for Bible women and 

IKlBB Etb M ' teachers. Four hours a day are spent in Bible 
Swift. study and some instruction is given in other sub- 

jects, Hinduism, Hahammedanlsm, with very 
elementary lessons in Agtronomy. An hour a week Is spent In ly- 
rics useful for their work, and a weekly lecture is given on meth- 
ods of work. 

The year of study closed in March with nine workers fitted for 
Bervlce. The faithfulueaB of theee woinen in ttieii study waa a 
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source of great pleasure. Tbej never shirked tbls work and in case 
of lack of preparation for recitation it baa been mostly naot of abil- 
ity rather than want of will. They manifest a, wiilingness to un- 
dertake any work suggested to them, and shon a gratifying interest. 
Miss Bwift adds: "One year's experience of our beautiful home, 
'Indiana Ball,' has but increased our gratitude for tlie building, so 
well suited to the work and aHordiug such conveniences for It. We 
have received here many visits from the pupils of Bible women and 
sludents, and have often bad occasion to feel that the very building 
itself is a witness for Christ." 

A letter bearing date July 10th brought news of the recent 
dangerous illness of Hiss Swift. One of ber students became ill 
and later cholera developed. Spite of every eSort and care sbedied. 
The death of this woman, disinfecting the clothing of all who had 
been exposed, aa well as the whole house, and the excitement of the 
funeral were all crowded into the afternoon. The next day, MisB 
Swift, who had been ill previously for days, was laid low with 
cholera. After severe struggle she rallied, but later had a relapse 
from which she was five weeks In gaining sufHcient strength to 
journey to the hills. She writes: "I am very thankful to be at 
work once more. I came so near 'stepping over ,to the other 
shore,' 1 felt that God must slill have some work for me to do." 

The school work was completely broken upduripg the last month 
of the school year. The women were all sent away to protect them 
from exposure to contagion, especially as there was no one lo take 
Miss Swift's place. Seven women were lo have received certificates. 
They are all at work. All of then) are good women and will t>e 
good workers. 

In Ibe city of Madura the work for women so 
Bible Women, thoroughly organized by Mrs Caprou has grown 

extensively. Besides the Bible women at work 
in the city, seventeen are reported at work in the villages surround- 
ing the city, and these sieundertbe supervision of Miss M. M.Koot. 
They are everywhere welcomed and are proving themselves the in- 
dispenssble ' 'right hand" to the' missionary. , The call is imperative 
for more.

Tbey 
are trained bj a careful course of study— are surrounded by all pos- 
sible helps to building and strengthening of character, and later 
very man; of them become Christfans— then native teachers and 
serve dong other tines. 

Surely we cannot — we must not give place to the word 
"reduction" In this department of the work.

L. B. Mtbrs, who went out tn 1892. Miss Myers was obliged to 
return to the United States this year, broken iu health from over- 
work and is slill detained in this country. Her present hope is that 
she may be able to study medicine before returning to tbe foreign 
field. 

Our seven Bible women In Ceylon still continue their work 
among the women under the supervision of the missionaries going 
from house to housa with words of comfort and inatruction and 
taking to many the only light that faltsacroas their sad, dark way. 

MEXICO AND MICRONESIA.

Tbe Mexican trip is becoming more and more populsr, and it is 
pleasant to meet some travelers who after visiting the wonderful 
cathedrals, beautiful palaces, and attractive stores, take iuterest 
enough in tbe people to look into tbe educutional and religious work 
that is being done, and who bear lestlmony to the faithful conscien- 
tious work that is being done by Protestant missionaries, Including 
those of the American Board. 

AtQuadalajara,tbemission station nearest our own 
Guadalajara. border, we find Mies Hasetns still at work with her 

pupils of various ages. A stranger trying to find 
this school might have some difiiculty, as tbe prejudice among tbe 
Catholics, old and young, is so great that they are nut ready to direct 
ftQ7 one to it, but when found, deep interest is aroused in seeing tbe 



bright fftces of the pupfia and the tstlafactory work done by tbe 
classes. 

In a letter written during the nloler Miea Haseins describes the 
hsppj time the; gave tbe cblldren at Christmas, when they bad a 
Christmas tree aod tbe children were taught tbe great joy of doing 
something for others. The older ones made gifis for the younger, 
- whDe the little ones made pen wipers, sachet bags, and picture 
frames, for tife older. 

She also writes that this year they have a number of changes. 

One of their teachers, Josefa de la Mora, who has been with them 
for ten years, is stndyiiig now at the Bible Normal College in Spring- 
field, Uaas. , and her place Is filled by la Suits Paula Navano, an ex- 
perienced teacher. 

The main room of the building has been enlarged by the addition 
of the recitation room adjoining, which mahes a very pleasant room 
for both Intetmediate grades, with the Superior and Grammar, 
with Hisa Long (W. B. M } In charge, while Miss Haskins has 
her classes in the study room up-stairs. 

Id past years it was thought that a diploma from thia school 
would be valued far less than one from the Qovernment, but now U 
ia otherwise. 

A school has been started In San Miguel by one of Mias Haskins' 
graduates, which is partly self Bupporiing, and in which Misa Has- 
hins ia deeply interested. The opening of thiaacbooi has diminished 
the attendance somewhat on the Guadalajara school as some of the 
girls are held there who had formerly been inmates of tbe school In 
Guadalajara. 

Miss Haskins says, "As we now review our last year remembering 
the blesalnga and meiciea, Its difnculties snd trials, we look unto 
our Ood with renewed faith and hope, twileving that He has still 
better and more blessed things in store for ub." 

Mise PaKBCOTT writes cheerfully that with two of 
Parral. the greatest earthly bleasinga, health, and plenty 

of work, she is happy. Judging from the bright 
face which ia pictured on the first page of the October Mission 
Studies it Is easy t« twliere that she la liappy. Her school goes on 
from yetur to jear with little change. Last June at the close of 
tbe school year she had occadon to feet proud of her pupils as they 
passed tbe government examinations, and all "did splendidly." 
She atill beeps boys and girla In the aame achool, and she says, 
''Boys and girls could not study and play together more harmo- 
nloualy than ours do." 

After closing her school she took a jolting ride of fifty miles to 
ftif dedicftticR of a church In Zaiagow where a faithful few bad 



built tbelr own cburcb. Dr. Eaton of Chihufthuft preached the 
dedication sermon She then went to Cbihuabua where she was 
particularlj intereated in the graduation of three of her former pu- 
pils. B«r vacation was apeat In Southern California attending the 
Nation al-Teacherg' Association at Los Angelos, enjoying the ocean 
breezes at Santa Monica Bcacb, and glad to be once more in her na- 
tive land after an absence ot six years. 

She is back again now in Farral; and the school hsA opened with 
a larger number than usual of bojs from oulatde famillea of their 
congregation. She finds that tbej soon leara to be obedient, and 
give up using bad language, and she thinks the school Is respected 
for the discipline that is kept. 

In addition to her school duties which occupy most of her time 
and attention Miss Prescottattends seven servicesawee1<; is respon- 
sible for the Women's meeting Tuesdays after school, and the Jun* 
lor Socle^ Sundays aft«r Sunday School. 

Her visiting has to be done on Saturdays. 

Hiss BusHrs, whom we have heretofore reported 
ChthoahtM. from Batopilas, has spent Itie last year in Chi- 
huahua teaching, in placeof Miss Hamhofd who 
has been away on account of ill health. Tbls leaves Batopilas 
without a school, which seems unfortunate, but Miss Burris thinks 
they may appreciate one more when they get another, and peihapa 
be willing to do something for its support. 

MICRONESIA, 
JtffstlonariM.— Eiuale— Hlw JMsle R. Hoppln. Miss AoDette A. Palmer. 

When our last yesr's report was written the future of the Caro- 
line Islands, where our missionaries are at wortL, was very uncertain. 
Many were hoping that they might fall into the bands of the United 
States but they have instead been passed over to Qermany. 

With the disappearance of Spanish rule many of the didScnltiea 
under which our mlaBlonaTiea labored have also disappeared, and the 
people of the Island of Ponape have especial reason to rejoice in 
freedom to worship God according to the dictates of their own con- 
sciences. 

Hb, Nahpbi, who has been a prisoner on Ponape for ten months 
under the Spanish because he would not give up his f^th for the 
Roman Catholic religion, is now a free man, and Is asking who will 
come to his help in Christianizing the people of his island. 
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HiiSB P&uiER has been Id this country for more 
KnHtlB. than a fear resting and regaining strength. She 

expects now to return to Eugale by the Morning 
Star neit spring. 

Hias HopFiN, with the assletance of Uise Olir (W. B. H.) and 
Ehka EJUfB (ilawainaa) hai kept up the girli' school with lla usual 
number of pupils, some coming from the HarahatI and Ollbert 
lilaods. 

With enlarged buildlnga tliey might greatly enlarge the school as 
there are many gtrU on the Gilbert Islands' who are aniloua to enter 
and are anJj waiting until there 1h room to admit them. 

There has been one death in the school during the year, that of one 
of the Hnrskall Island girls, a bright promising pupil from Ahom 
the; had hoped much. The teachers were quite woni out when last' 
heard from owing to their care of her during a long trying illness. 

Hias WlI<80II (W. K. B) went to their assistance last spring on 
the Morning Star, and Mrs. Garlahd with her two little girls have 
also been there since last May. 

Vessels occasioDsliy touch at Eusaie, so the missionaries on that 
island hear from time to time what is going on in the outside world, 
and are not as isolated as those on Ituk. 

It 1b touching andtbrilllDgtoread of tbe joy with 
Knk. wliich the chartered schooner the "Queen of the 

Isles" was welcomed on her arrival at Buk. A 
rumor had reached the station tliat this country and Spain were at 
war, and as the Horning Star did not make her regular trip on ac- 
count of the war, after many weeks of waiting for her the mission- 
aries become somewhat anxious especially as their supplies were 
getting low. 

When the schooner arrived their Joy was unbounded. Hrs. Lo- 
eAH describes it as follows: "Missionaries I Mali! Supplies! Oh 
bow much It means to usl Does any one say we do not get some 
glimpse of heavenly joys here on earth? Let bim come and be a 
missionary in Micronesia. * • * Friends, letters, food, potatoes, 
onions — even applesT Warl Victory! AnnezatlonI How things do 
crowd together and tumble over each otfaert Wehave hardly caught 
our breath yet, though many days have slipped away." 

The "Morning Star" sailed on her westward cruise last April, 
but oQ reaching Ruk found Mrs. Logan in such need of medical ad- 
vice that a return trip was at once made to Honolulu, bringing Mrs. 
Logan, who is now In Buffalo and is so much improved In health 
that she was able to attend her son's wedding. Be was recently 
married to a daughter of Mr. Price of the Micronesian Mls^on. 
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MiBB Bbulah Looan tcmatned on Ruk where ^e Is winnfng the 
hettrtsof the little ones with kindergarten methods. 

She taalso teaching primary classes. On the whole the aohool year 
has been a good one. 

One of the sad events of the year 1b the wreck of the schooner R, 
W. Logan, which occurred in an unnsual westerly gale while she 
was making a missionary tour through the Marshall Islands. MB. 
Prigb and Hiss Bedlah LoaAN were on board and had a narrow 
escape with their lives. 

The passengers and sailors were taken on board a trading schooner 
and carried back to Ruk. In spite of the accident Hiss Logan was 
able to take back with her Qve new glrle to the school on Ruk. 

" Lights And shadows intermingle In their work," and so many of 
the tried helpers are obliged to be away Just now, they ask our fer- 
vent, frequent prayers for wisdom and grace lo be given to the 
workt^ who renudn to that lonely Held. 



NOTE,— In addition to all that was said about reforms and 
changes in the report of work In China, It seems desirable to empha- 
size the fact that though the Empress Dowager in her zeal against 
reform dethroned the young Emperor and beheaded many of his 
advisers, she has not overthrown the University in Peking, under 
the care of Rev. W. A. D. Martin and Rev. Gilbert Reld, nor has 
she closed tbe schools he had established in the old Idol Temples.

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REPORTS OF STATE SECRETARIES. 



Colorado.— Mrs. R. H. Gilmorb, Secretoiy. The results of the 
work in Colorado exhibit eacouragine features. The ladies will remem- 
ber the Colorado telegram received at the meetiDg in Kansas City, 
pledging for 1899 |i,400 includine $200 for the debt. We are more 
tbao happj' to tell you that the Colorado Brancli has redeemed her 
pledge by sending to the treasurer of the W. B. M, I. $1,928.20 which 
is $421.77 in excess of any previous year, even that of '92, before 
eastern politicians had knocked the value out of Colorado's silver pro- 
duct. But Colorado, ever ready to overcome obstacles, is now pro- 
ducing more gold than she ever did silver, hence the result, perhaps. 
But candor compells me to say that the increase in gifts has come not so 
much from localities rich In gold, as from those rick in spiritual life. 

There has beeil an improvement in the number of Young People's 
Societies reporting contributions, but the amoant has been curtailed by 
tbe mistake of sending (or the support of Mr. Albrecht sums intended 
for Miss Bushneli. We inow that this has occurred in seven societies, 
at least, of about eighteen reporting. 

The wisdom of applying the contributions to the support of individual 
missionaries is illustrated by the instance of a young man — not before 
interested in missions— mentioned by Miss Kinney, our earnest and 
efficient secretary of Young People's work, who, after listening to a 
letter from Miss Bushneli, promptly made a gift of live dollars to be 
applied on her salary. 

Tbe Junior Societies also show an improvement. This rejoices our 
hearts, because these children will in time be onr future workers. A 
little maid in Crested Butte sold her bouse plants that she might be able 
to give. A small boy. wishing to be represented in mission work, was 
told that he conid take a share io tbe "Morning Star" for ten cents. He 
-replied, "1 ain't goin to have just on; share I am going to have thrfi,' 
which, doubtless, embraced the extent of his pile; all he had, dear sisters. 
The dear Father who despiseth not the day of small things wilt bless 
these gifts I am sure. 

The only representative of Colorado at the Kansas City meeting was 
from the First Church, Colorado Springs. She was fearful lest her church 
should not maintain the high place obtained as our Banner Church by 
giving over I305, but it still retains "the cup," having increased this 
sum more than (90. 

The efforts to enlarge the number of subscribers for Mission Studies 
bare been more or less successful. We have noted a growing demand 



for misrionary literature indicating; a deepening Inteiest in misraona, and 
a deiire for {freater knowicd^ of the work. 

This report should not clow wilfaoat a gratelol mention of a gift of 
$aoo from "A PHeod in Colorado," (whose name we are not perniitled to 
menrion) to be applied toward the tiavellng expenses of Miss Sh«(tnck 
from Turke; lo "Che home land," for a much needed and msch dMcrred 
rest. This gfift seemed to come in response to earnest praTers that this 
sum might be raised in Colorado, her fmnerhone. Wo bclicre it did. 
As the fean go by the pleasure of being associated with the dcac 
officers of the InterioT in this "Woman's vork for Woman," growa; bat 
it is enhanced b; the zeal and eathoslasm of our state treasurer and tbe 
faithful work and prayers of our president and district vlce-presideats, all 
of whom arc consecrated Christian women. 

The secretary's report last year, expressed a hope that the report for 
1S99 would contain no discoorajfiag features. Von tee that the h(q>e 
is realized. Who can tell to what extent this It doe to tbe helpful meet- 
ing of the Colorado oiEcers, with offi^rs of the other brandiea and the 
Executive Committee of the W. B. M. I. io that Hatch ConfereDce in 
Chicago, the incense of which has permeated the work during tbe re- 
mainder of the year. 

North Dakota. — How anxiously we awaited the reading of onr 
treasurer's report at our annual meeting last week; wouderiog if it were 
not possible, that, at the last moment, money enough might not bive 
come in to bring our receipts up. to the required amount. But it was 
not so, and, to our keen disappointment, we cannot say that It is the 
largest amount we ever raised although it is larger than last year. 

I should say, the Women's Societies. The Senior Endeavor Societies, 
the Sunday School and the Mission Baud collections are better, those of 
the Junior Endeavor Societies not quite so good as last year. 

There are many calls upon the Endeavor societies, and one year thnr 
gifts are diverted into one channel of benevolence and the next into 
another, but I know that oar present supcrinteitdents are faithful 
stewards, and believe that In time, we may depend upon a steady stream, 
though peihaps small, flowing from these sources Into our missionary 
treasuries. Several societies have pledged two cents a month from each 
member, to be divided between home and foreign work, and we hope 
many more will fallow their example. 

Two new women's societies have been organized this year; one at 
flankiDsoD with twenty-four members enrolls all the ladies who were 
members of the aid society. The other at Niagara, organized with eight 
members, has doubled its membership and has contributed six doUan 
and forty cents to W. B. M. I. beside their home contribution. 

In the smaller country churches the members are scattered so widely 
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apart tbat it is very difficult to maintain regular missioaarj s 
and it seems mare practicable for theni to combine their misBioaaiy and 
church aid societies, pledging themselves lo give a fourth, a tenth, or 
some pottion of their receipts to missions, and to hold a monthly mis- 
sionary meeting when possible. ' 

After the missionary conference in Chicago last spring, our Branch 
officers made an apportionment oF the three hundred dollars asked of our 
state among the four conferences. The results show that the women's 
societies ot the two weaker conferences exceeded their quota a little 
white those of the two stronger fell far short. Who was to blame, I 
wonder. 

Some of the churches from which we are not in the habit of receivi:^ 
contributions were asked Ibis year if they coaid cot hold special Emer- 
gency Mectia{[s or Th^nk-ollering Meetings and a few responses were 
received. 

Only ten copies of Afiiiian Studies were reported, Omgngational 
Work has a much larger circulation owing to its very low subscription 
price and the fact tbat all the branches of Congregational mission work 
are reported In it. 

I am unable to give the proportion of adult females contributing to 
the W. B. M. I. from our churches, but know that it is much too small. 
We ate still urging a prayer and at least a penny from all the women in 
our ranks. May God baslen the day when we may be assured of it. 

Soatti Dakota.— Mrs. James Bbattie, Secretary. As we reach 
another uile-slone in our history, we are glad to pause and look back 
along the way. that we may remember our mercies, profit by our mis- 
takes, Ughtea our hardens, and Increase onr joys by sharing them, and ' 
gather strength and courage for the duties that lie before us. 

It gives us pleasure to report a continued interest throughout the 
state. This is manifested in the letters received from the state ofiicets 
and from the various auxiliaries. Several new societies have been or- 
ganized during the year. The association presidents have kepi in com- 
munication with their auxiliaries and have undoubtedly aided tnatcrially 
in bringing About the good results we announce below. 

The Black Hills societies are growing in number and interest. From 
the report of Mrs. Riggs. of Dakota Association, we submit tbc follow- 
ing extracts: "If we find it difiicult to interest while women in missions, 
when they have an abundance of Information pouring in on every side, 
then it la surprising tbat Indian women with their limited means for gain- 
ing laformation, should ever take a thought outside of their own Utile 
domain." "During the past year the Indian women have done good 
work in their missionary societies, and taking them as a whole, there 
has been an increase of Interest in foreign missions." "The president 



' of the Indian Woman's Society, at Remington station, writes to me 
tbat they continue their weekly meelines trom bouse to house—they 
sew and hold a weekly prayer meeling. At first they objected lo giving 
their money to help others than themselvEs — tbey wanted to ste what the 
money does, apd said, 'We don't want to scatter a little here and a little 
there.'" But as tbcy were shown pictures of the orphans of the mas- 
sacres of the Armenians, and of the starving people in India, and heard 
the sad stories oF all this suBeriug, all feeling of opposition was broicen, ' 
and they gladly gave to those (ar-away people. Said one woman, "We 
have very htlle and earn that with difficulty, but when we heard of those 
suReting widows and orphans we felt that by helping them we 
obeyed Christ's command to go preach the gospel to all the world." 
The Dakotas take tender care of their orphans and widows. "Surely 
the Lord's work is moving on even by such humble service In His 

At the Conference in the Board Rooms in March,^.our Branch was 
represented by four officers— the President, Secretary, Treasurer and 
Secretary (or Children's Work. Our enjoyment of this privilege was 
only marred by the Fear that we might be unable to pass on 10 our Aux- 
iliaries all the inspiration that we received. Would that we might im- 
press thejn with the thonghl that was brought home to us — that, while 
it might be difficult to keep up an interest in the heathen, we must keep 
up a vital interest in Christ, and then, loving and l>elieving in Him, 
we will gladly do His work, 

A request was sent to each Auxiliary to hold a special prayer meeting 
on Match 15th for a blessing upon the Chicago Conference, aud while 
we have no means of knowing how many responded we like to feci that 
many loyal friends of the cause remembered the day and the petition. 
One writes, "We held the meeting for prayer and in addition made 
plags for arousing an interest in missions in our congregation. Prayer 
and work — together they cannot (ail! 

Our President, Mrs. Williams, removed from the state in the spring, 
and we were obliged lo accept her resignation. We cannot let her go, 
however, without endeavoring to express our sorrow over her departure, 
our appreciation of her street, womanly. Christian character, and of all 
that she has been to us, individually and collectively, and our thanks for 
her great generosity, and, above all, for the beautiful example she has 
been to us. Her successor, Mrs. Pitch, of Milbank, formerly Colorado's 
Branch President, while a comparative stranger in the state, is no oovift 
in missidaary work, and we deem ourselves fortunate in securing her. 
The hearty support of officers and auxiliaries is pledged to her, and we 
are confideDt tbat under her efficient leadership South Dakota will take 
no backward step. 

H«re, too, we beg to record out apprecialioa of the icrricei of oor 
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beloTcd TtMsarer, Mn. Kingsbury, and to assuie.hcr that her ;cari of 
loving, self-sacrificiag; labor in bebilf of oar Branch are not forgouen. 
and tliat a rich reward muft crcDtually be hers, even though it be at 
present only in the "iweet consdouineis of dotng good." 

As a reward for meeting oar apportion ment last year, we were ac- 
cerded the priTilegc of giving an additional fifty dollars this year. It 
will require an extra effort all along the line to continaally increase our 
contributions, but the Auxiliaries have nobly responded to the appeals 
from Ihe Board and state officers, and a reference to our treasDrer's re- 
port shows that something over (1,400 has been credited to us; thus ex. 
ceeding oar apportionment of tQSO aboat 50^ and showing a gain over 
last year of nearly (500. A slight decrease in amount contributed by 
Junior C. E'«., Mission Bands and Sunday Schools is more than off set 
by receipts from Endeavorets and Young Ladies' Societies. From the 
report of our faithful superintendent of Young People's work, we quote: 
"Few changes in our C, E. work are to be recorded except the steady 
growth in interest and sympathy which help to bring the contributions. 
Our young people give us hope and courage. Continned intelligent in- 
terest is manifested on the part of Ihe societies. Steady advance is a 
certainty, and it is only a question of time when each society in the 
state will fall in line, and feel a personal responsibility in raising the 
apportionments." 

Considering that we would have all we could do to raise the amonnt 
asked of us this year, we refrained from pledging anything toward the 
debt, but now wc feel lite exclaiming to ourselves "Oh, ye of little 
faith, wherefore do ye doubt?" For when the treasurer presented Ihe 
subject of the Volunteer Debt Fund at our annual meeting at Aberdeen, 
the demand for the cards was greater than the snpply and $100 or more 
have been contributed for this pnrpose. 

The circulation of ^tVjtriH Stut/u3 is not all that we could wish, but 
we hope, in time, to adopt some plan which will be successful in materi- 
ally, enlarging our subscription list. 

We rejoice in the opportunities for service which have come to us. 
and for the countless ways in which we may help to "tell the glad story."

ed thank-offerings held. With very few exceptions, the societies into 
which MiiHtm Slmdiet fails to find its way, arc the ones in which no 
thank oRering meetings *re held. As the subscription list to Stisiion 
SluiHcs shorteoi, tbe number of Ihauk-offering meetings falls off. A 
word to the wilt is sufficient. CoHgngaliaHal Wort serves lis own 
good purpose but it can never take the place of our own MistinH Studiei. 

At the annual meeting in Aurora last April the treasurer reported an 
advance, but the coveted $30,000, our aim for seven yeats, had not been 
reached. Tbc first recommeadallon of the Committee on ihe Treas- 
urer's report ifaat the Illinois Branch pledge itself to mist, (not to 
^ to raise] (30,000 the ensuing year, was solemnly adopted. During 
Ibe discussion on the report, it was suggested that every woman in the 
Congregational churches of the state be asked for one dollar extra to- 
wards liquidating the $11,000 debt of the W. B. M. I. The suggestion 
was acted upon and a collection of $127 taken on the spot. By noon of 
the next day 11,000 dollar pledge cards were printed ready for distribu- 
tion. It was the high ambilion of some that these pledges should be re- 
deemed by Illinois women, but it was better that all the states of the In- 
terior should unite in this grand movement. Illinois has raised by this 
means $4,009. 

The eotbusiasm atonsed at this meeting was largely doe to the 
presence and words of our missionaries — Mrs. Cofiing, Dr. Murdock, 
Miss Russell and Miss Shefiield. Letters had been received from all 
the missionaries on tbe 6eld in season for the annual meeting, so that 
the latest news coutd be given io their own words. 

Fifteen names ore now on the list of missionaries supported by tbe 
Illinois Branch in China, Japan and Turkey. Miss Myrtle Foote, who 
goes to Oorfa to assist Miss Shalluck, and Miss EUzabetb Sheffield, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. D. Z. Shef!^eld of North Cbini, who is to as 
sist in Ibe Brldgman School, are our latest recruits. For the first lime 
two of our workers inroad are maintained by the united contribnlions of 
church, auxiliary and Christian Endeavor. Apportionments of contri-

It is the touch of the Christ love and spiiit that is to redeem this world 

from sin. and suffering, nothing else will do it. and so He left to us 

His disciples the wide world command, born of love for every soal. 

"Go ye into all tbe world and preach my gospel." 

A large opportunity is offered to us in obedience and loyally to this 
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command of Christ in the lecommeiidatioiis of our W. B. M. I. to our 
Indiana Branch for the (Tork among women and children of heathen 
lands. As we name tbem what visions rise before us of good to be done, 
and at so small a cost of money. The women's share fSso, of tbis sum 
I99 to be devoted 10 a school at Tirumangaiara. India; tWO Bible 
women, Melur, India, (57.60; station class and wofk for women, 
f 120; medical assistant, Pang Chaang, China, 9lo\ teacher in the girls' 
school, Samotov, Tutkey, 5132; evangelistic work in Japan, $90; gen- 
eral fond. $331.40; for the young people, f too; from the Endeavor so- 
cieties for the salary of Mrs. Laura Tucker Seelye, Ces^rea, Turkey, 
(100; $50 from the young ladies for the Bridge; and (200 from the chil- 
dren loT their specific objects. The work in alt its branches was appor- 
tioned among our societies and churches, not accordii^ to strength or 
numbers, but rather considering organization, knowledge and spirit of 
devotion. The messages received in reply were various. A number 
who felt the responsibility of the work said we will Iry to do our part — 
and most nobly did tbey strive to do it. Some have not seen their way 
clear to respond for various reasons, but the larger number promise 
better things this coming year. 

Thirty-two of the forty-eight churches in Indiana have contributed 
along some line of the work of our Board. These, including several 
special gifts from individuals, contributed $847 01. The Women's and 
Young People's Societies increased their gifts, the children fell behind 
the amount given last year — a few dollars. Had all our churches done 
what we believe they could have done we should have reached our apr 
portion men t. What motives shall we appeal 10 in order to awaken in- 
terest and touch the hearts of the indifferent, those "who do not be- 
lieve", or cry "other needs"? Shall we plead poverty, ignorance, (he 
utter darkness oF heathenism, picture the wonderful work that has been 
done, or is about to be wrought, or shall it be by obedience to God's 
plan, "go preach my gospel to every creature"? Our President says, 
jSrsl, we need knowledge that begets interest; second, prayer, a desire to 
partly at least answer our prayers; third, money. We are glad to recc»xi 
that a number of our women in our societies sent their dollars and larger 
snms 10 help "unloose the chains of debt" from our Board, which has 
been done, and in this glad news many hearts are rejoicing to-day. 

Sii societies have been organized and re-organized the past year. 
People's and Trinity (Indianapolis) Fremont, Gage, Orl and and Shlp- 
shewana. Several of onr Bands and Junior Endeavor Societies languish 
(or lack of leaders, others have given to other causes rather than through

plans adopted to secure ofierings for the various branches of our Board.

Shall we not continue onr eiforts to secure a woman's auiiliary 
in every church, every woman a contributing member; an ofIer)ng from 
all the young people and children, and some method adopted for their 
instruction and enlisting their interest ; the subscribers to Mission Studies 
increased by twice the numbers we have at present; an earnest effort all 
totrking togithtr to reach our appailienmint. 

Iowa.— Mrs. L, F. Parker. Secretary. We came to our annual 
meeting Oct. i3th with thanksgiving and joy. For the lirst time In 
many years Iowa auxiliaries had reached their aim, and. in addition, 
paid more than one-tenth of Ibe debt. Our failure last year and the ei- 
tremity of the American Board, appealed strongly to those who loved 

The call to prayer was widely heard and the day observed. The ap- 
propriations were distributed to the associations, the list printed in the 
state Congregational paper, with a letter from the President and mailed 
to auxiliaries and churches. The Vice-President or Slate Secretary as- 
signed an amount to each society according to what seemed ita ability, 
accompanying it by a letter of explanation. Each month during the 
summer the list of contributing auxiliaries with the amount given by 
each, was sent to the ofificers that the; might remind the forgetful. 

Early in the year our Board President, Mrs. Moses Smith, wrote to 
raany auxiliaries asking an advance of twenty-tive per cent. Letters 
from state officers emphasized the plea. 

When the pressure for the debt came, our late IreaBUter suggested 
that no women should be asked to give %io each, that the uscal gifts 
be not turned aside for it. Many letters were written by herself and 
others. A large number took the dollar cards and collected money in 
that way. Others sent them to meetings of Associations and pastors 
distributed them. After the Chicago Conference the "Message" was 
mailed to all the churches. 

Our Secretary of Vouog People's work planned a tour foi Miss Has- 
kell, to introduce Miss Baird and her work to the Endeavor Societies. 
She and Miss Rnsse 11 were also heard in several auxiliaries and ministers' 
meetings with great pleasure and profit. 

The Children's Secretary besought our ever welcome Miss Mary P . 
Wright to present their work in a number of towns, which she did, not 
forgeting that of the Seniors. ... 
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Mr. aod Mrs. Wbiie spoke tor Turkff , and Mrs. Sheffield bnnighl us 
good ntwi [roin China at oar late meeting. To these we owe much and 
would return our sincere thanks. 

Our Brapcb President, Mrs. Frisbie, hai been heard at the Sute As- 
sociation. aCTeral thanii-oSering and other meelinea over the stale, and 
her annual ness^e was a welcome statement of our individual responsi- 
bility for the Branch. 

In one Association a member of the Executive Committee was invited 
to speak for the American Board, which she did, and the pastors 
pledged to increase tbe gifts of the churches 35 per cent In other as- 
sociations the Vlce-Piesideut has made tbe "Woman's Hour" a fountain 
of inspiration.

In soine places the women have met the we^k before to ask 
for open heart* 4ad purses, ud (or spiritual bleuingi oo the Tbank- 
offering meeiing. 

Five societies have been organized and others revived, yet tbe women 
of only 150 oE our 318 churches have a share in the gifts of the Senior 
department. 

In ttie Young People's department nine Juaiw societies have con- 
tributed $343.42 and $35.50 for the debt. An unknown donor gave. 
913J for the debt, making the entire amount |6iz 9a. 

Iowa College miKionary society bas paid tbe %sZb salary of their mis- 
sionary. Mils Mary Brewer. 

There has been a gain in the C. E's, ta societies giving t666,zS an in 
crease of $14809. 

In the Cbildren's department the aim lias been exceeded by the aid of 
personal gift;, but at what cost of time and labor, the Secretary luving 
written 5SS letter* and postals, receiving SS replies! Two new mis- 
sion hands and a Wee Folks' Band have been formed.

At this aonaal meeting for the first time we can "enter into the gates 
with tbanksgiviog" that we have bean enabled to reach, and a little ex- 
ceed, tbe amount for which the Board holds us retpoBsible. 

Much has been In our favor. The meeting of the Board at Kansas 
City Nov. 1-3, brougbl inspiration. The Stale meeting with Central 
Church, Topeka, Mb; 9, 10, gave to many the privilege of listening to 
Mrs. CofGng, Miss Wright, Miss Rassell, and also to Rev. Heniy Fair- 
bank and Rev. H. C. Haskell of the A. B. C. F. M. Miss Wright's 
visit of two months gave an impetus, not only to the children's work In 
the state, but to all who were so happy as to see and hear her, At least 
nine societies of various kinds are known to have taken up tbe work for 
the W. B, M. I. through her influence, and it is not probable that all 
have reported. Two Voung L.adies' societies and several Sunday School 
classes have organized for missionary work. Interest deepens and 
widens in all directions. 

The amount assumed by tbe state was apportioned by the officers to 
eight associations, and to the Vice- Presidents was assigned the duty of 
apportioning to their various churches. In' most cases this was done 
and apparently with good results. Special objects were adopted in a 
number of cases and cootributions thereby increased 

Most of the auxiliaries send their money yearly, and usually very near 
the close of the financial year. 

We feel that the increased use of Afissinn Sludits is one of our great- 
est needs. It furuishes so much that is helpful and necessary to ef- 
hcient work in the auxiliaries.

UiohigaD. — Miss CarolinK CKosshian, Secretary. Tbe annual 
meeting of Michigan Branch for 'gg, held in March at Detrofl was well 
attended and very inspiring, making those in attendance wish that all 
women in our churches who are "not interested in foreign missions" 
could be induced to attend one meeting, in which case that phrase could 
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hardly be fatard i^ralo.. W« were ^reatlf favored In harlDg with us four 
of our workers in tbe iield : Mra. Ament and Dr. Virginia Murdock of 
China ;. Miss Powers of ScDtari ; and our own loved veteran in the scrrice, 
Mrs. Coffinfr of Hadjin. After hearing these earnest self-deDjing; work- 
ers, it did not seera possible lo think of reduction, retrenchment, or an; 
other retrograde movemeTit, and those present neol home determined to 
present il. A touching service was held in memory of our former Sec. 
tary, Mrs. C. C. Ellsworth, who passed to her reward early in the fcar, 
in which many testllied to her faithful worii and sweet Christian cbar- 

The visit of Mrs. Coffing was a great joy lo the many friends, espec- 
ially to those of the First Church of Detroit, which has so many years 
maintained her as (heir representative. She gave addresses in various 
places as her strength permitted, and in Septemher left ns to take up 
again her loved work, accompanied by Miss Charlotte Spencer, who 
was her assistant years ago, and now in good health again goes {ladly 
to the old field. The Manistee Auxiliary have assumed the support of 
Miss Spencer, and we thus add one more to our honored list of Michi- 
gan missionaries. 

One hundred and three senior societies have reported this year, making 
a gain of thirteen over lasl year, and i ii churches have contributed to 
our work against ninety-nine last year. 

The number of copies of Miition Sludies reported is three hundred 
forty-three, but as this item was not reported in a number of auiiliaries. 
it is fair to assume from last year's reports that forty-tive more copies 
are taiten, making a total of nearly four hundred.* 

The apportionments were made by the stale ofKcers and sent out 10 
Association Presidents with the urgent request that each apportion to 
auxiliaries. In nearly all cases this was done It is a plan which com- 
mends itself to all, as it gives each auxiliary a definite sum.to work for. 
The position of President being vacant in Sheboygan and Lansing As- 
sociations, the state Secretary wrote each auxiliary in these associations 
in regard to the apportionment and good results followed. 

The plan of sending the money to the treasurer quarterly has been re- 
peatedly urged by the state officers, but with indifferent success. Some 
of the smaller churches send only once a year, others sometimes twice 
in one monlh, and between these (wo extremes are many who send at 
intervals of from two to six months, while a few, mostly of the larger 
churches, send quarterly. A persistent effort is made to increase this 
number and we hope each year to make some progress.

la responses received from Association Presidents to tbe question of 
avakening interest, the Secretary was imptesEed witb the (act that so 
many of them emphasized tlie point of /^nKna/ work as the most impor- 
tant and most successful -method. May it not be that this is where 
many auxiliaries err, that is in settling down with the score of members, 
more or less, and trying lo do all atnong themselves, instead of ptrsonal- 
ly trying to get the other women, one by OHt, interested in tbe work? 

And DOW what shall be said as to the reasons for encouragement or 
otherwise? Perhaps a few quotations from reports will be helpful: — 
"On tbe whole, yes"; "interest is incieasiug in the churches where 
there are auxiliaries, but it is difficult to overcome in poor churches, the 
^feeling that all is needed at home, though this remark is met with less 
frequei^tly than before": "we should not be discouraged while all aui- 
iliaries are at work"; "there is advance in interest if not in numbers"; 
"yes. there is advance and cause for encouragement, nearly every chuich 
in the association responds and contributes"; "wc can see a growing 
feeling even in Home missionary churches of tbe necessity of doing 
something for foreign missions"; "not especially eucouraging, though 
one new society has been formed and one revived." These qaotations 
show the general feeling in the state, aud it is noticeable that in no in- 
stance was discouragement expressed, though the fact is clear that the 
growth has not beeu commensurate with our hopes nor with our efforts; 
yet may it not be partly owing lo the fact that those eflorts this year 
have been necessarily expended in trying to clear up the debt. If this 
incubus could be disposed of we should be able to devote more time 
to the matter of interestiug non-contribtltors. and that in time would sure- 
ty result in increased contributions. 

Thus far reference has been made to interest and growth, now a few 
words on the Tinancial side. The apportionment foi Michigan (his year 
was |8,5oo, the amount raised J8.568,7i. We have made our aj? ad- 
vance, and more than raised oui appottionment. As the amount raised 
in iSgS was 1(5,899.88, this shows a large increase and with very grateful 
hearts we thank our Father that he has led us into this wider palh. 
Surely we may feel encouragement in this increase both in numbers and 

gifts. 

In the Junior department the work is earnestly carried on, great eflorc 
' having been made to meet the ii% asked for. Three very charming 
letters from Miss Hess have been printed and sent out as widely as pos- 
sible, thus greatly increasing the interest in her. T hank -oHe ring calls 
were also issued with good results. As a result of the interest stimulat- 
ed bj the C. £. convention at Detroit, the Grand R^ids societies have 
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been moved to endeavor to take upon themselves tJie rapport ot a nttive 
helper or teacher. 

There are seven Young Ladies' societies contributing a total of 
$333-33. aid forty-sii C. E societies contributing $508,08. TUis is an 
increase of (25 from the former and (30 from the latter, but We are 
sorry I'o note that the number of Young Ladles' societies Is tiss lliaii Ust 
year. Much honor is due to the f^thful few irito have sa mUcb in- 
creased their gifts. 

In the children's department there are sure sign^ of encourage lOent. 
We have sixly-three societies this year, which i^ an Increase of fifteen 
over last year. Of itiese Ihirty-elght are Junior C. E. socWlies, thirteen 
Sunday School and twelve Mission Sands. If we can li^ep ap this rale 
of increase a few years our Seniors will show the results. ''As the twig is 
bent the tree is inclined." 

Hinneaota.— Miss Bertha Likcold. Secretat?. Tfie Mfntrtsota 
Branch comes before you to-day with no glad tale of tlctWles won, 

plans carried out, hopes realized: but rather with the old, faAlttat story 
of partial victory, plans half accomplished, hopes hall realired. We 
have failed of reaching our apportionment. The rwefpis lOr the yelir 
ending Sept. g, were 15,058,54. Wc have Failed by about ti,950 of 
reachingouf apportionment of ty, 000. This amount includes, t«>, (he 
9412 extra gifts for the debt. Not only have we failed to n-acb our ap- 
portionment, but Ihe receipts for the regular work have faTleil f 1I8 be- 
low those of the year before. This falling off has been fn the depart- 
ments of Vonng Ladies', Christian Endeavor and Children's Work, 
The auxiliaries have made a slight gain over the pr«vlons year. The 
gifts of the Young Ladies have fallen off In round numbers, |s5. those 
of the Christian Endeavorcrs, $roo, and those of the cMtdren lioo, as 
compared with the year ending Sept. g, '98. 

Of all the churches contributing to oUr work, in any of its depart - 
mcnis, over one-half send their gifts to the Stale TreasUrJ bnt once a 
year. These, however, are for the most part the smaller churches, 
those sending small amounts. One-fourth of the numbtr send semi- 
annually, one-fifth send quarterly. But one society Sends monthly. It 
is interesting to note here that this one society contributed this past 
year, one-tenth of the entire amount contributed In the Stale. 

Until this year the State Eiecutive Committee has determined the 
amount of the apportionment of each church. This year Ihe following 
plan has been tried: The Vice-President of each Conference has beta 
asked to take the apportionment of her Conference for last year, and 
with the assistance of the representatives of auxiliaries attending the 
local Conference, to rearrange the apportionments ot the Individual 
churches in any manner she might deem best, save that the total ap- 
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porttonmeDt of the Conference was to be increased ao%. Th« Vice- 
President* did their best at the local Confereoce meetiogs, but met wiih 
bnt little success. la iheoir the plan would seem preferable to that of 
dUtrict apportionment by the Executive ConmitEee, but the Coaferences 
have seemed to wish to shirk the responsibility of apportioning; their 
churches. 

One of Minnesota's greatest needs is that of a Field Secretary, 
Weare indebted to Miss Wright of Chicago for two weeks' most helpful 
service, la this line, in June. We are also indebted to Mrs. Derome, of 
oar own state, who has given much time this year to visiting, organiz- 
ing, and re-OT^anlzing auxiliaries in Mankato and Western Conferences. 
Mrs. Dertune this year has made 32 missionary addresses, has paid 40 
calls in the interest of missions, on people not identiited with missionary 
work, and has organized seven auxiliaries. In all this work she has 
given her services. She has traveled by rail over 1,000 miles, by team 150 
miles, she has presented a travetiag expense bill of less than $30, has 
raised this amount by collections in her audiences, and has handed over 
to the treasury $14 besides! May other women hi found who will do 
as much for their conferences! 

With the deepest regret we have received the re^gnalion of Mrs. S. 
E. Armitage, who has been for many years the Vice* President of the 
Northern Pacific Conference; of Miss Carrie S. Pond, Secretary of Chil- 
dren's Work; and of Mrs. J. F. Jackson, our Treasurer, after eight 
years of most faithful and efficient stewardship, 

Minnesota has been privileged this year in havingat home so many of 
hermlBsionaries, Miss Abbott, Miss Barrows. Mr. and Mrs. White, Miss 
Gage, Miss Willard and Miss Stewart, have all been with us and "that 
to help." May they all gain from the year at home as much help and 
Inspiration as they have given to us. 

We feel that the great problem before us is "how to interest the un- 
interested"? As one means to that end we are asking every pastor in 
the state to present once this year at a morning service the "work of the 
W. B. M. 1." As another means to the same end we are asking at the 
suggestion of our Secretary of Young Ladies' Work, that each auxiliary 
appoint one earnest woman to assist the Christian Endeavorers in their 
missionary meetings and missionary work. Many greetings, and may 
"Now the God of peace . . . make you perfect in every good woik to 
do his will, working in you that which is well pleasing in his sight, 
through Jesus Christ." 

MiflBOori,— Mrs. W. F. B run nek, Secreury. The Missouri 
Branch is most happy to report advance during the year in every de- 
parttnent of its activity. We have more senior auxiliaries, increased 
membership, two new Yonng Ladies' Societies, additional number of 
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coatributing Senior and Junior C. E. societies and Sunday Schools, ad- 
vance in tiie treasury, more copies of Mission Studies talcen, and two 
uew Mission Bands. 

Rigllit tiere in this connection we would iilie lo emphasize the fact 
that the "Ready Hands" of tiie First Church, St. Louis, for years our 
Banner Mission Band, bas this year celebrated its twentyiifth anniver- 
sary. It has held on without any brealc through twenty-five years o( his- 
tory, raising in that time $2,000 and cotitributing this year flZ5. 
Would any Qne deny the statement that one consecrated leader of such 
a Mission Band is doing more permanent work for missions than the 
president of our largest senior auxiliary? The children, the coining men 
and women of the church are ready, but then should leaders continue to 
wait, thus defrauding the children ol the right to the knowlege of 
God's plan for the salvation of the whole world? We cannot but feel 
that this is the most neglected feature of our missionary endeavor and 
the most disastrous. For the^e reasons we are tilled with gratitude and 
hope, as we record two new Mission Bands, one at Springfield and one 
at St. Joseph. 

The prospective field of our Missoari Branch covers a range of 80 
churches, only 30 of these self-supporting. We have in these cliurches 
S,ooo women (a conservative estimate), 80 Sunday Schools with a mem- 
bership of 11.534 children, 57 C. E, Societies with a total membership 
of 3,123 young people. Such is our field. 

Turning now to our contributing constituency, we have 48 auxiliaries, 
representing a membership of l.ts? women, 26 C. E. Societies, q 
Junior, 13 Sunday Schools, 8 Voung Ladies' Societies and 4 Mission 
Bands. This discrepancy between the working field and our real con- 
stituency we greatly deplore, but shall continue to make it our eainesl 
endeavor lo bring both into such friendly relations that all differences 
will disappear. Our annual meeting was one of unusual interest, and 
held in conneclioo with that of the State Association at Kidder, one of 
our Congregational Academy towns. We were fortunate in having 
wiib us Miss Nellie N. Russell and Dr. Virginia Murdock who brought 
before us, vividly and expressively, the great needs of China. After 
the annual meeting Dr. Murdock made a tour through the slate, win- 
ning many friends for missions and for herself. 

In addition to the annual message and appeal from our State Board 
last Decemtier. to every Congregational Church in Missouri, 340 letters 
and postals have tieen written by the State Secretary. Many leaflets 
and other missionary intelligence have also been received by most of our 

Letters have been written to each of the loved missionaries supported 
by our state and replies received. These have been copied for use in our 

anxiliaries. 
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Tbe work recommended to oar Branch this year was upon the basis ot 
^,000. This apportionment was divided between our five district asso- 
ciations, each district secretary asking a certain definite sum of every 
church Id her district. This plan has been most successful, some auxil- 
iaries sending their remlltances quarierlj. others semi-annually, and a 
few annually. 

The executive officers residing in St. Louis meet every month at the 
home of the President. We usually have, beside reports from the 
ladies In attendance, letters from each district secretarj', te1liag[ of her 
special efforts since ibe previous meeting of the Stale Board. 

With renewed hope, enthusiasm and devotion we look forward to the 
work of the future. We believe God is calling upon His church to-day 
as never before in the history of the world. He has been moving in 
most mysterious ways His wonders to perform, and has planted His foot- 
steps upon the seas, that new, glorious victories may be won in His 
name. Let us then, us women of tbe church, be prompt to do God's 
bidding that these wide-open doors of opportunity may l>e speedily 
entered by messengers who will carry with them a living Christ and an 
open Bible. 

Mo&tanft.— Mrs. W. S. Bkll. Secretary. The Woman's Mission- 
ary Union of Montana was organized nearly ten years ago. Onr work- 
ers are very few and it is all op hill work. But we have nearly met our 
apportionment for the year just closed, having sent to the W. B. M. I. 
within a few dollars of the one hundred dollars assigned to us. We 
sincerely hope we can raise as much this coming year. I wish it were 
possible for our State to be represented at the annual meeting at Madi- 
son, but there is no one who can go. It will be a great inspiration to 
all who can t>e there, and I trust tbe conference and interest aroused 
will result in a great advance this year along all lines. 

We have appointed two new officers — Superintendent of Children's 
Work. Mrs. H. B. Segur, Billings. Superintendent of Young People's 
Work, Mrs, H. C. Arnold, Helena. I think both of these ladies will 
take up tbe new work with a good deal of enthusiasm. 

Nebraska. —Mrs. W. H. Russell, Secretary. 1899 has been an- 
other year of work as we could and not as we would. But we believe 
the effort for loyally lo W, B. M. I. service has been crowned with 
some measure of success. Many old problems have confronted us and 
still wait for their best solutions. 

Those who have borne tbe responsibility of the Branch bavc felt the 
disappointment of unrealiied hopes for several years. To-day we feel 
something of abounding joy, because some clouds are lifted. For the 
firat time in sii years we have made an appreciable g*in in our receipts, 



an advance of 37 per cent over last year. We hope tbat tbe clouds of 
the past have deepened our watchfulness, and that we may look for 
Srcater gifts, if persistent earnestness can lift us out of the common- 

Our greatest occasioD for rejoicing is that this ytar we assumed tbe 
material support of another missionary. Miss Borts, one of the young 
ladies of Nebraska's own development consecrated her fresh young life 
to work in China. God called her to service and she was able to re- 
spond, "Here am I." In December she sailed for Foo chow, China. 
Several letters have come from her, and the outlook in every way is 
hopeful. She has found, like others, that the crowning difficulty is to mas- 
ter the language. But an American college girl does not put her hands 
to the plow, or Chinese characters, and look back. The experienced 
missionaries there speak with hope of her future relation to the girls' 
college at Foo chow. Already she has been trusted with responsibilities 
and will take more as she comes in touch with Chinese life and its needs. 

Miss Wainwrighl. our old charge, has written us several limes during 
the year. One received within a month says: "This has been the 
busiest year ol my life." She has filled gaps left vacant by missionBries 
in this country and eipecls to in the year to come. Her letter was 
written during vacation month when a party of missionary families were 
camping on one of Japan's sacred mountains, where only a few years 
ago women and cows were not allowed to step. 

Our President has spent the year in pain and weakness, unable to 
even hear details of conditions of (he Branch. But we know her prayer 
has gone up for our strengthening. Our Vice-President. Mrs. Dean, 
has been helpful to tbe Executive Board, but as she has not been locat- 
ed where she could come in personal contact with the Executive Board 
her service must necessarily be of the arms length kind, yet it is always 
loving and true. She has been responsible for the Mission Studies.a.nA 
its increased circulation, a task very trying and asequally important. The 
Secretary is not conscious of more or better work than heretofore, 
but more people seemed to have a mind to work and to give. She has 
touched different parts of the state by personal written communlcalion 
248 times, has met members of the Executive Board of W. B. M. I. in 
council in November, March and September, thus feeling familiar with 
their thought. Our Treasurer, Mrs. Jackson, has been instant in 
season and oat, to broaden oar work, giving careful attention to details 
of her department, and repeatedly speaking to public audiences, both in 
the interests of our state work, and informalion on the work of mis- 
sionaries in general. She has been a true daughter of W. B. M, I. 
parentage. 

The Young People's department has been a special problem, and per- 
haps no part of our work has been more discouraging. But the future 
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to meet apportionmeDt cannot be laid to itl Secretaiy. She has been In 
frequent commanicalion botb with the Board in Chicago and Omaha, 

and faithful in correspondence. 

The new Secretary of Children's »ork, Mrs. Tatmage, syslematically 
undertook lo bring op a department that was sadly behind in activity. 
About 100 personal letters went out to mothers, Snnday School Superin- 
tendents and leaders of Junior Endeavor Societies. Her year closed 
without mectmg the apportionment of the department, bnt her receipts 
nearly doubled those of last year, and we score it on the side of success. 

Our loc:il Vice-Presidents have mo«t of them continued ii) service. 
One new worker has been wop in (he field in the Blue Valley Associa- 
tion. This auaciatloD, having been without a local oflicer In two years, 
we count this gain. Two Vice-Presidents who belonged to us in former 
years have returned and been happy to help. 

In each association public meetings were held in connection with 
the Spring Annuals and our worii presented. 

Miss Wright, Field Secretary of the W. B, M, I,, has been working 
among our auxiliaries, going about among them for sii weeks, both 
teaching them a knowledge of the great need and suggesting systematic 
methods of work. Her service has been helpful to both pastor and peo- 
ple, and we gratefully acknowledge the service both to her and the W. B. 
M, I. for giving us her time, ber traveling enpenses alone being asked of 
us. Mr*. Jackson and Mrs. Wood endeared themselves to the Exec- 
utive Board for the efficient manner in which they have planned Miss 
Wright's tour. 

In August a circular letter was sent into each church community 
asking for the observance of the Thank-offering service. Miss Wright's 
visit chancing to come the same month, we presume that collection In 
some instances was united in ber collection, hence a smaller thank' 
offering gift is reported than In previous years, 

Wc believe our increased gift is the result of prayer and works. Thus 
our faith in the Epistle of James is strengthened. 

Ohio.— Mrs. F, D, Kelsby, Secretary. The annual meeting of 
the Ohio Branch was held Oct, ii in ihe First Congregational Church, 
Marietta, The presence of our own Miss Meyers of Ceylon and Mrs. 
Sheffield of China added much to the interest of the meeting. Alt de- 
partments of the work were reported and discussed. The report of the 
Treasurer showed the receipts of the year lo be $8,018, a small gain 
over last year and yet below our apportionment, spite of the fact Ibat 
doors are widcf open, the barriers are fallen and laborers are waiting to 
be sent. 

We have contributing to our work 137 Senior Auxiliaries, gi Christian 
Endeavor Societies, 11 Young Ladies' Societies, 30 Junior Endeavor 
Societies, 9 Mission Bands, to Sunday Schools and i Wee Folks' Band, 
making a total of 379 societies upon our roll. 
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The dgbt missioDaiies for whose sappori Ohio is responsible are all 
at woik in China. ladia. Japan and Turkey, and all wiile of the great 
opportunities that arc opened to them and tell us of their busy lives and 
ask for our prayers. 

The Thank-offering meetings which are so helpful, are not universal 
throughout Ohio, only thirty-on« of the auxiliaries have learned to look 
upon them as one of the chief events of the missionary year. 

There is a call for far more of faithful, syslemaiic study of the tiiera- 
ture of missions, that all may be acquainted with the great enterprises 
iu which our church is engaged, and lo help towards this end we plead 
for a larger circulation of IHissiait Sludiii. Life and Light, among our 
women of Ohio. 

Miss Alice C. Little, Secretary of Voung Pei^le's Work, has been ap- 
pointed Treasurer of the Branch, and no one as yet has been found to 
fill her place. 

Death has entered our ranks and called home Mrs. H. L. Gibbons 
of Cleveland, a member of our Executive Committee. 

The President, Secretary, members of the Executive Committee, also 
Conference Secretaries, have a number of times written the auxiliaries, 
thus keeping closely in touch with them, and have sent many letters to 
churches where we have no auxiliary, hoping thus lo awaken an interest 
where thus far there seems to be none. Only a few replies were received. 

There is an increase of interest in the Young People's departioenl' 
especially in the Christian Endeavor foclelies who support Mi^s Cozad 
of Japan. SS87.77 has been contributed by qi societies, a larger num- 
ber than have ever contributed before. Wellington Christian Endeavw 
Society has assumed the support of a Bible Woman in India in addition 
to what they have done toward Miss Cozad's salary. Elyria followed 
the example and has paid one half the salary of a Bible Woman, the 
other half being furnished by some of the Elyria young women. We 
trust the coming year will show a large increase of funds from the young 

Our Secretary of Children's Work regrets to report that the offerings 
of the children are so small. Does the responsibility of this rest mjith 
the auxiliaries? We know there is agreal dearth of leaders— does it re- 
sult from this? As was said last year, surely one of our needs as a stale 
is a more vital connection between the Senior Auxiliary, Young Ladies' 
Societies, Mission Bands, and Junior Christian Endeavor work. 

Our chief discouragement is the complaeent indiflerepce of so many 
good women regarding our L,ord's last command, but with coniideoce ~ 
in the guidance of the Great Leader in whose cause we are enlisted, we 
are determined lo press onward 10 success For "if God be with us who 
can be against us."

But here jrou but touch the borders of our inheriuiicc; far to the 
north lies our "treasure trove" to be. where giant* pines toss plumed 
crests 300 feet aloft, to-day; to-morrow, laid low, they will build the 
great cities of your lnheiiUnce. 

or our Dumbtr one is not. Mrs, Coburn, so long our most faithful 
Treasurer and friend, fell asleep, so quietly "or ever she was aware, she 
was come to the Holy land." May the Lord raise up others of lilie 
spirit and grace. 

But what of the year and its lessons? You remetaber the debt that 
pressed so heavily, and the call for a one-fourth advance, responded to by 
those who are always ready and willing! And then the meetings in 
March when we hU gathered ia the 'upper room", pledging together 
our loyalty. To-day we greatly rejoice that these pledges are redeemed 
and that He who leads has given great victory. 

Wisconsin reports ninety contributing societies, fifieeo of which are 
not auxiliary but working tbereto. We can report no legacy, no large 
offerings, but the sum received, (6,173, represents a multitude of givers, 
$500 of this amount was for the debt and came largely through the use 
of the volunteer pledge cards. 

As to the proportion of our church membersbtp who regularly con- 
tribute to this Board it is diflicult to decide. There are many who do so 
regularly at the Than It-offering meeting, probably these are not counted. 
From three most important Convention. Districts I gather that only a. 
trifle over one-fourth of the adult membership In our churches can be 
counted as regular contributors. We must not forget, however, the in- 
crease in the number of our Christian Endeavorers who give regularly 
and these are in the church and a part of it. 

How do societies remit funds? "When we get $5.00." writesone; 
"At the end of the year," says another; "By a hit and miss plan," sa>s 
our Treasurer. One society, that of Roberts, has the enviable distinc- 
tion of remitting funds quarterly. "Co thou and do likewise. " 

The means to increase interest the past year have been. QrsI, continual 
and unflagging correspondence; second, the meetings held in connection 
with our minislerial conventions; third, and most cffectgal, the visits of 
our Branch officers 10 the churches. 

We hope to tell you more of the appropriation plans next year. 

The advance among our young people is most gratifying. Thirteen 
VoungWoman's Societies, two for the first time, report to the Treasurer, 
We number one-hundred and Gfty-tive societies of Christian Endeavor, 
of which eighty have contributed to our Board this year. SUty-five 
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have cared for Ihc medical woik under the care of Dr. Nieberg God' 
dard. at laghok. China, and completed the payments on the hospital, 
which should be known henceforlh as tlie Goddard Memorial hospital. 

A very interesting movement b^;an last (all among the ChriEtian Eo- 
dcavora of our south-vest district, which resutled in their adoption of 
Miss Laura Ellsworth as their missionary. About fMo have been re- 
ceived from this district, $izo of wbich was from Congregational so- 
cieties, the remainder from individual and friendly societies. Our 
young people arc grandly coming to the front. 

Children's work also is gaining ground. While we have a lessening 
number of Mission Bands, those of the Junior Endeavor who contribute. 
are increasing. The need of "mothering" is apparent, not only of ihe 
society, bat such a "mothering" of the children at home as shall lead 
them into the society. The IVa Valkl Bandt will help in this direction 

In all these depaTtments 4f'J'Jun SludUs is an imperative necessity. 
Instead of the eight hundred subscribers hoped for in Wisconsin, there 
are but six hundred and sixty. The First Church, Beloit, lakes one 
hundred copies. Cannot other societies with a like effort do as we|1? 

Let us begin the year with a vigorous eiforl to "push things" all 
along the line, praying always for the Master's guidance and blessing. 

Wyoming.— Mks. W. L. Whipple. Secretary. I send the re- 
port from Wyoming as requested and wish we had more money to re- 
port, but we have made a special effort and have done the very best 
we could. As you will notice Ihe coittribution toward the debt from 
Wyoming amounted to a little over f 50. We were not at all hopeful of 
raising that amount but wrote to all the churches asking them to give 
what thev could, anil white only a few leBponded it brought the amount 
to $50, We had the largest Thank-offering in Cheyenne this year that 
we ever had. $71,85, and altogether we raised during the year (193. 
About five dollais went toward society Expenses, and the remainder after 
that raised for debt was deducted, was divided equally between home 
and foreign missions according to our custom. 

We wish we might do more in order Ihat this last $27,000 might be 
raised, but we can only pray. We have done ail that we feel can pos- 
sibly be done Ibis year. We have made a house to house canvass, asking 
every woman in the church to contribute, further than that we cannot go. 

There is little to report from Wyoming, We have no departments of 
work here, and indeed the woik is very discouraging in every way. 
There are only three auxiliaries in the stale, and from one there has not 
been any repcnrt this year. We are so far apgn, railroad eipeqses so 
high, no railroads at all in some parts of the state, but one church in 
the state self-siippoi ling— not a bright missionary outlook. We do 
what we can by correspondence, but that is little under existing circum- 
stances. We feel thai it was a great mistake to separate us from Ihe 
Colorado Union, but are trying to do as well as we can with so many 
drawbacks. We have no other department of work than the Woman's. 
and while occasionally contributions are made by Y. P, S. C. E, and 
Children's societies to missions, there ts no organized work along that 
line.

"We aimed at something deflnite and got it." "The Board must 
reach a specified amount and it must come from Branches and Aux- 
iliaries.

Studies increases or lessens" was the testimony of a Branch ofQcer.

In the Hindu Woman's Club In Bombay the members 
translate tlngllsh articles into Maratht. One article was on the 
English Bible, another on Africa — no original articles as yet. There 
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Ifl a crsTlng for BugUsh literature. A PaT*^ lady said, "jou do 
not know hon man;- of lu love ChrUt—pTar for ua." SpirltwUitjr 
ifl Increadng among the natlTe Christians. Night U not over in In- 
dia, but the day->tar ii faintly shiniiig and dawn Is near. 

"The Homing Light is Breaking" 
was sung and Mrs. Sheffield of China spoke of Wkat th* Churehet 
are doing for Okina atid tehat l?Uy aught to do. Id our North China 
work it is not education first, but education is sure to follow all 
Christian beginnings. The church in China la establishing a Chris- 
tian literature as well as Christian schools and colleges. Hospi- 
tals, the temperance, the anti-opium the anti-foot binding inoT«- 
meoUi spring from or are coming through the church of Christ- 
some of these movements are becoming national. 

The elevation of Christian woman indicates one of our great op- 
portunities, and work for women ma; be largely incieaeed. Sii 
young women are needed to fill vacancies in different ataMona. 
The ^me is ripe for the kindergarten in China and this advance in 
educational work should be made. More physicians are needed and 
a great and urgent callcomes for a Woman'sBlble Training School in 
Peking. "We beseech the churches never again to force us to re- 
trenchment, for retrenchment means retreat — although it never 
mmns defeat."

Mrs. W. F. Brunner gave an excellent paper In the interest* 
of Mission Studies. Increased interest in missioas is always se. 
cured by true iatelligence concerning them. The usual sequence 
Is knowledge, interest, love, gifts. Perhaps we do not often 
consider the truth that we are reapoDsible, not only (or what 
we know but for what we maj know. We cannot wash our hands 
Pilale fashion, it is only a missionary paper It does not interest me. 
In any profession in all enterprises, the human mind grows by what 
it feeds upon; so we In this missionary work, lu order to develop 
must have our source of information and inspiration. Missioh 
Stddibb suppliest his specific, definite need. We sometimes hear 
"Congregational Work" takes the place of Mission Stddieb and is 
much cheaper. "Congregational work" well meets a certain want, 
but of necessity can only furnish a taste, a morsel concerning 
Woman's work for woman, while Mission Stvoikb supplies a whole 
feast. Knowledge is always power and Mission Studies is one of 
the great power houses of our Woman's Board where missionary In- 
spiration and intelligence are generated. 

Miss Charlotte R. Wlllard, Marsovan, Turkey, told of fVtrk 
among the Armenians and Gritks in old Pontus . The Pontus spoken 
of by Peter When he addressed the strangers scattered throughout 
Pontus (1 Peter, 1 chap. 1 vt.) If Peter were writing now be need 
not change the form of invocation, "Orace be with you and peace 
be multiplied" for through pain there Is coming to this bitterly tried 
people the peace of God. 

Marsovan Is an eminently missionary Settlement. The Girls' 
school, Anotolia College, the Theo. Seminary, the twenty Sunday 
Schools and the orphanages among which the missionaries live and 
■work. The orphanages present a hopeful field of labor. These 
cliildren, put marvelously into our hands, suggest the old words 
' 'the blood of the martyrs is the seed of the church." Many of the 
girls of the Marsovan school are of superior power and spiritual 
grasp. They are the flower of the country. We give them a 
course fully as good as any high school in this country, that they 



may go out fcto the couutt; and take it to their people. One hun- 
dred and tneDty of the graduates are scattered abroad u tesdien 
or in their own homeB, many of them partore wive*. The preas- 
Ing need [q the Qlrls' school is another American teacher. 

The devotional hoar which followed was M by Hn. D. Z. Bbef- 
fleld. The topig, "According to the word I oovenanted with you — 
■0 my Spirit remaiaeth among you, fear ye not" — HaggKl 2 dup. 
4 and 5 venea. Emphaaizfng the words "I am the Lord your Ood'' 
we are consciouB the Lord's Spirit is In our midst. In our work we 
must keep the spiritual side uppermost. Many led In prayer for 
the mtlllona yet unreached. 

Hbs Martha J. Barrows of Japangave the story of the Wi^um'a 
Bible Training School at Kobe with which she has been connected 
from its Inception. This sdiool grew out of a deep need tor tmiued 
workers among the older women. We always go about on car 
long itineraries through the country with our eyes open for pupils. . 
These are not the women who have had the college study, some of 
them have not even a common school education. They are earnest 
Christian women of devoted spirit, of proper age, chastened by Um 
experiences of life, and who seem to be capable of developement. 
These come to us and ^e give them a three year's course of study 
— ds months each year in school and six months of wwk. The 
Instruction Is in the Old and New Testaments, Church Histoiy, 
etc We aim to prepare them to meet the questions that will cmm 
to them in their work. They are employed in churches here' and 
there all over the land and in the homes of the people. I want to 
ask that you keep this Bible School very near your heari«, plan 
for it and pray for it. 

A Statement of the Ckildren't Work was presented by Jlra. Geo. 
M. Vial, Chairman of the Standing Committee of that department. 
TbeChlldren's Work is to support the Bridgman School in China, 
the Hadjin Home in Turkey, sixty nine village schools in India, a 
school In Iriexico, a share In the Htcroneslan navy and two mission- 
aries, Mies Annie L. Howe, Japan, and Miss Hattie Clark, Airic«. 
Six thousand dollars barely provides for these Items. A few yeaiv 
ago the children's gifts exceeded this amount, hut Ihey grad- 
ually fell behind until they amounted to a little over four thousand 
dollars. Last year there waa a small gain and this year we have re- 
ceived $4,489.77, a gain of |S7e.01 over last year. 

In our Interior States we have 108 Mission Bands and 366 con- 
tributing Junior and Intermediate C. E. Societies. The Miaeion 
Bands average $14.58 apiece, while the C. E'a. average $4. 7ft— the 
Ulsaion Bands give on an average more than three times aa mudi 
aa the average of the J. C. E'b. 



According to the last ye*r book we faave SS90 Congregatfousl 
Churches Id these Interior 8t&tea, of these only 86S hare a children's 
society of any kind coDtributfog through the W. B.M.I. Thus the 
children of S3B5 churches are being defrauded of their right to a know- 
ledge of this great work of the Master and a privilege of having a 
part in It. The burning need now la consecrated women to organize 
and take charge of these children. 

"God's Plan and the Ckildren't fttrt" was the theme of an ad- 
mirable paper by Mrs. Horace B Humphrey. 

Thank the Lord that in our world human agency has Ita share. 
Carrying light to those who sit in darkness, we carry out the 
thought of God; we help to satisfy the longing of human souls, and 
bring nearer that perfect day. Can we doubt the divinity that lies 
wltliin us, when God trusts us wiUi HU work, nnd'When, with rev- 
erent wonder, werecoguizeBistiiought thrilling our soul^ and filling 
them with power. None so bumble but he may know the blessed- 
ness of this service; none so young but he may have his share, for 
in this work God has a place tor the children. His light-bearers, 
which is neither small or unimportant. 

Give the children their rightsl^tbe right to know the highest and 
best— the right to see and understand the beauty and nobility of 
willing service — the opportunity for the free expression and expan- 
sion of their unerring impulses — the right to do and be. with God, all 
he invites thetn to, all he needs them for. Gently train and direct the 
unfolding faculties, having no fear for the result, for the children 
never fall. Their quick sympathies know no trammelling bounds 
of near and far, theireager helpfulness reaches as easily across the 
sea as to the unknown neighbor of the adjoining street. The 
blessed inexperience of childhood with serene uu consciousness sur- 
mounts obstacles over whit^ older, wayworn feet might hesitate and 
Stumble. Ood grant that no little light may cease to burn through 
oar thoughtless or deliberate neglect] 

"Come, Thou Almighty Eing,"

Mrs. Kate Eingsley Ide gave a stirring address on £<ffa«iM, urging 
women to make adeflaite legal plan for the final disposition of what' 
ever may be their possessions — large or small — and enjoined loyalty 
to the Woman'a Board of the Interior. Giving a legacy to this Board 
would be an eternal investment and it should be legally provided 
for Immediately. (See December Mission Studies and leaflets.) 

"The Hdation of Money t» Salvation" was the theme of an able, 
thoughtful paper by Mrs. A. L. Frisbie, President of Iowa Branch. 
(To be issued in leaflet by the W. B. M. I.) 

For Committee oo Credenti^s, Miss Esther Craigmile reported, 
reading the names of the accredited delegates present, also a list of 
those reporting as delegates who did not bring credentials, and 
moved the rule be suspended and the latter be received as delegates. 

Upon motion of Mrs. Leake the report by vote was adopted . 

Adjourned to evening.

Dr. CharleB Kendall Adams, President of the Univerait; of Wis- 
consin, lead tlie Scripture from the tbirtj-flfth chapter of Isalab and 
led in prayer. 

Hiss Caroline B. Chittenden, ot China, in an address on The 
Land of Sinim, gave the Story of the growth of the Foo chow Mis- 
sion. The beginnings were small and until the ground was well 
prepared advance was slow. Large flourishing schools In Foo cbow 
and suburbs, over twenty day schools in the same city, hospital and 
dlspenaaiy work, and medical ttablDg school, etc. , besides the vari- 
ous preaching places and the work of the Bible Women attest the 
progress of ChriBtiaoity !□ the Land of Sinim. 

A duet was suog by Messrs. Oiobon and Van Nosser of Madison. 

After the hymo, 

"My faith looks up to Thee, " 
Rev. James L. Barton, D. D., of Boston, SecreUry A. B. C. F. M., 
gave an able, thoughtful and helpful address, taking for the basis 
of his thought, "Keeping Step with Ood." "For twelve centuries 
the world lay almost dead. Then came the revival at the close of 
the last century. The legislature of Massachusetts refused a charter 
to the American Board, on the ground that Massachusetts had 
no religion to export. After a third attempt it was granted, but 
wben missionaries went out they found no foothold in India, Tur- 
key, China, Japan or anywhere. Tben Christians prayed on their 
knees that doors might be opened, and now where is there a country 
where missionaries are not welcomed? The wealth of the world 
has marvelously increased, and it Is in the hands of Christian na- 
doDS. Women have been the hsrdeat class to reach; the lowest, 
most superstitious and degraded. This barrier was Impregnable 
until the women of America put their strength against it. Qod lias 
answered every prayer for breaking down walls of pa'rtitlon; He 
has poured out wealth and now He says, go and enter in. Loj- 
altj must embody itself in ot)edlence." 

Kipling's Recessional hymn was sung with fine effect by the 
quartette choir.

Hrs. fVank Elliot of Evanston, on the topic of Communicating 
Zeal, said pithily, "It is just as easy to communicate zeal as it is to 
communicate the measles. Have a good, thorough case of It your- 
self, and you are bound to go about giving it out on every hand,'' 

Mrs. 8. B. Capron sent a lesson concerning prayer, drawn from 
the words of the prophet Haggal, read by Mrs. Balrd. 

Miss Pollock also on Prayer said: "Prayer is not a factor, but 
the supreme factor in permanent advance. It is the human hwid 
reaching up into the unseen and laying hold on the divine, etierglK- 
ing, llfC-glvIng element." 

Qivifig wM the topic assigned to Mrs. E. M. Williams. Peeling 
must lead to doing, "Not every one that taith Lord, Lord, but he 
that ^oeth." Giving gifts Is love expressed in action. Giving must 
have plan and proportion. We want to give where the permanent 
results «ill be greatest. That money goes the furthest that goes 
across the seas. "We can make a permanent Investment by trana- 
muttlng earthly gold into heavenly treasure. It is more blessed to 
give than to talk about giving." 

The last topic in the symposium was presented by Mrs. Moaes 
Bmlth. IndMdwU {%m«eum#n«M ef our Bdation to Chd and to the 
coming of Hit Kingdom. The subject embraces our entire Chris- 
tian life, God deals with us as Individuals. It la sometimes attd 
In criticism hut often in regret that the church ought to be revived; 
that she is far behind her privileges; that she ought to accomplish 
more. We hide the ego behind the organization. God deals with 
the individual. It seems as if our English Bible nearly exhausts 
Itself to express our relation to God. "Now are we Uie sons of 



Qod." The clause wblcb ii perhaps the most wonderful expresatan 
of the entire scriptures Is the words ot Christ tfa»t we shall be ooe 
with Him, and He U one with the Father. Our relation to the 
world, to the oomiug of His Kingdom we find in Christ's words, 
"As the Fattier hath sent me so send I yon." To what wu GluiBt 
sentt To the ealTation of indivldutLl souls. A coDaciousness of 
our relation to Ood and to the world will send us forth filled with 
power, with a desire to communicate to others the Joy of salva- 
tion. A seoae of this relationship to Qod will give heautj and 
power to our llrlDg. t«t us seek for It hs we would for hid treasure. 

"Nearer my God to Thee". 
was sung and a season of earnest prayer ensued when one followed 
another quickly and messages of peace and hope came to listen- 
ing hearts.

We note with pleasure the contributions from missionaries and 
especially from native Christians in foreign lands, and rejoice that 
they too are learning to know that It is more blessed to give. Their 
example should be an inspiration to us all. 

We racommend that the report of the Treasurer be accepted and 
adopted.

Simth: That we prove our loyalty to the Board and to our liord 
Jesus Christ by our steady and unwavering support, in gifts, and 
most of all in prayer to our Lord.

It Is not what we think 
we have to give but what there is within us that wiihe$ to gitt. 
We are alt convinced there should be no such thing as going back- 
ward. There is no limit to the amount of money that conld be 
wisely used, so let us set a mark ahead of f 80,0(HJ in our minds and 
work and pray towards it. 

Hrs. Blatchford — I am reminded of tbe words of Phillips Brooks, 
"The task that is before Christians to-day Is the relncunation of 
Christ in the life of the world. " As inillviduals we have only a few 
years in which to do this. We must work in prayer and in f^th; 
we must have patience; wait for it, but it thall turdy come. 

We are to have our attention directed tliis year through our 
monthly lessons to the history of Missions In this century — taking 
the long look backwsrd we shall have the iDBpiration to more for- 
ward. I speak for tbe treasury and for our great help to the treas- 
ury, Mission Stcdies. 

Dr. James L. Barton was called to the platform. I wonder if 
you were not surprised at the result of your work and your prayers

this fe«r. If ye have faith u a grain of mustard seed, it ehall "be 
done. The grain of mustard seed contains life and if we have a liT- 
ing faith great results will be socompliBhed. Large faith lUad can 
do nothing— even a little faith alive will do much. The W. B. M. I. 
with a. liviTig faith that takes bold upon Ood can move forward 
every year. Raising $80,000 this year has not only proYided sup- 
port for the work abroad, but has reaulted In deeper couEecration 
and strengthened life at home. 

I wonder if we realize the taerament of giving. Giving is closely 
allied to worship. Before the heathen prays he makes his offering. 
The downfall of Israei began when the people began to withhold 
their tithes and offerings. Sacrifice that which lies near to our hearts 
for Christ's sake and undertake the work of the year to comefortbe 
IiOrd, and He wlil do marvelous things for us. Enter upon this 
year with prayer and a living faith, move forward strongly and 
unitedly and our work will be blessed around the world. 

Miss Wingate. — Many have worked hard the past months, but it 
is forgotten now that the end is attained. If any had relaxed effort 
the result would have been different. Nebraaka worked at disad- 
vantage this year because of health tlmltations among the ofQcera, 
but she raised $427 more than her apportionment; If she had not 
the treaanry would have fallen below $80,000. Colorado sent a tel- 
egram to our meeting at Kansas City last year pledging $1400, 
which would Include l&OO for the debt. She sent to our treasury 
$1,938. If she had been content to only meet her pledge we should 
have been $628 short of our total receipts and qttite below $80,000. 
The failure of one often means the failure of many. We face the 
new year with practically an empty treasury. In voting to-day we 
should have In mind the entire work of next year. 

Mrs. E. M. Williams.— The $80,000 we have, gathered is gone; 
it has all been paid out, and remember we do not pay the missionaries 
what we at home regard as salaries, but just enough to live on. 

Mrs. Brunner. — I do not know what to say, but I must say tome- 
thing. I am sure our duties can never be the same after such 
a meeting as we have had here. Scorn trifles, ignore many difficul- 
ties and have courage to do the thing you are afraid to dol 

Mrs. Young, —South Dakota will be glad to raise her increased 
apportionment. I would like to gobackandsaytbe aim for the year 
is $90,000. 

Sirs. Enapp. — Is not f80,000 this year a "forward movement" of 
$11,000 for the work — we paid that amount on debt last year. 

Mrs. Angell. — I would like to move an amendment to the report; 
that our aim be $80,000 for next year. This motion was seconded 
by Mrs. Standish. 
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Mra. LUtle.— Let us see in the Inteieat of the llvea and health of 
those behind the work It^ to get the money In euly. If we can 
raise (45,000 the first six months It will greatly lessen the burden of 
those who are overtaxed the last mouth of the jear. You can give 
twice as much ff you give early and give twice. Ckt the pledges 
paid up before the summer vacation. 

Mrs. Frisbte.— (80,000 for next year m an advance of fll.OOO for 
the work of the year, because we have do debt. C80.U00 was raised 
last year under presaure. We are to learn to give regularly for tlie 
cause and not wait for special appeal. We cannot live by ^)ecial 
efforts. We need to plan definitely for a definite akn. The ques- 
tion is as to the wisdoni of the amouiit. 

Hrs. Merrill.— That is the thought to take back to the auxiliaries. 
Some feel they have made the 26i advance for one year only and 
that to meet an emergency, and are inclined to go back to their for- 
mer habit of giving. We want to meet the danger of going back 
from 35 per cent advance. 

Mrs. Case, — How can it be done? First by that grain of mustard 
seed, then reach awry woman in every church. Women are becom- 
ing poesessers of wealth, some of them of large fortunes — our low 
standards must be raised. Give proportionately ae well as system- 
atically. Educate the boys and girla to give proportionately. 
Wealth is pouring into the land, may we not take possession of it 
for Christ. Illinois must try to give more. 

Mrs. Leake. — A word for Illinois, she gave more than ouethirdof 
our eighty thousand. 

Hrs. Wilder.— Would it be an advantage to change the time ot 
the tbank-oSering meeting to a time when people are home from 
vacations, perhaps November? 

By vote the amendment was lost. 

By vote the report of the Cmi/niltei an Treasunr's Ripert was ac- 
cepted and adopted. 

Hrs. W. A. Laird reported for CommiiUe an Place af Me^ngxa 
Invitation received from the Kenwood Church, Chicago, to the 
Board to hold its annual meeting fn that church In 1000, and rec- 
ommended the invitatioa be accepted. 

Upon motion the report was accepted and the recommendation 
adopted, 

Hrs. W, L. Thompson, Mt. Belinda, Africa, gave a thoughtful 
and interesting address on Our work and />ut opportunity in that new 
and di£Bcult field, East Central Africa, The long and tedious jour- 
ney from Zulu mission up to their present location was accomplished 
under trying conditions. They were obliged to walk 160 miles, and 
to wait in one place seven weeks. The condition of woman Is pltf- 
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ble — the ordfnar; price of woman Is ten head of cattle. But the 
work is hopefnl and even in this new mission a good bef^nlng has 
been made, a church and a gch^l have beeu eatabliahed, agricul- 
ture ts being taught and Industry fostered. Old habits cling even 
after coiivereton and the natives are admitted to the church on 
probation. The joung members of the church meet with a good 
deal of persecution. But even the heathen tielieve la coasisteucf 
and the native Christians ate learniug to give. 

Mn. 8. O. Little spoke a few words for the Oberlin Home formis- 
siouariea' children, and called attention to the circulars on this sub- 
ject on the literature table. 

Mrs. Leahe read a telegram of "Greeting and Congratulatiou from 
Wyoming State Union" — Psalm 66; 1-3. "Mahc a joyful noise un- 
to God, all ye lands, slog forth the honor of his name; make his 
praise glorious." 

"Praise God from whom ail blessings flow" was sung. 

The minutes of the previous sessions wero read and approved. 

Mrs. Leake annouuced the collection of last evening $73.11, and 
by vote Miss Anstice Abbott was made a Life member of this Board 
with |25 of this collection. Adjourned to two o'clock, 
Thursday Aftebnoon. 

The session opened at two o'clock by singing 

"Soon may the last glad song arise," 
and Mrs, Hanson, Chicago, led in prayer. 

Hiss Abbott read a. letter from Mrs. E. 8. Williams telling of a 
Sanitarium for missionaries In Saratoga, California.

Mrs. E. M. Williams reported for the Gommitlei on Home Report as 
follows:

Your committee on the Home Report would begin with a song of 
thanksgiving. What deliverance bath God wrought!. Our aim at- 
tained, our debt discharged, our hopes heartened, our faith fed.

ually in out mouth. 

We desire to emphasize the following points in the report of the 
Home Secretary: 

1. Our Messengei's. We congratulate ourselves on the five new 
missionaries now on foreign soil and would note particularly the re- 
turn of our beloved Miss Spencer to Turkey and tlie service which 
she laid down twelve years ago on account of 111 health, and the 
fact tbat her home church joins in the forward movement by as- 
suming her support. We suggest that the sending out, as teachers 
for a t«rm of years, of young women who are not ready ro make a 
7 
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llfe-coiuecmtioD or wboae frienda oppoae «uoh action, may be wise. 

3. Our Field Work. We appreciate fully the Bervices rendered 
and to be rendered by our field Becretanes, Miss Mary Page 
Wright and Mfss Alice C. Little, and by our ml&aionarlea at hotne, 
and we suggest tbat Branch, officers and others who plan their cam- 
paigns, arrange carefully for their cordial and hospitable rece^ 
tioD and (or the great«st economy of time and strength in their 
Journeys. Churches desiring their presence should hold to dates, to 
change which brings great embarassment. An article on this sub- 
j ect, which|appoarea years ago in MUsion Studies, might well he repub- 
lished. We trust our Branches may find within their own boraeis 
women of purpose and tact wno will viait and inspire the women of 
our churches. 

8. Our Lltereture. The press must continue to be a powerful 
factor la missioDary work. First fa ImportaDce In our misdonary 
literature is MusioH Studies, "the power houte in whicjk interest in 
missions Ih generated." Each issue costs less than a Sunday news- 
paper! We ask every woman to take it, to read it, to ask every 
other woman to subscribe for it, to secure its use In Endeavor 
Societies and Mission Bands. We heartily endorse the resolution 
adopted a year ago, asking of ea^ Branch a definite numlier of 
subscriptions to Milium Studies. 

Our Colnmn! May it Advance! The vote of thanks sent from 
the officers of the Board and Branch during this meeting, to the 
secretary who so ably prepares it. expresses our sense of its value. 
It is read by hundreds of women at home and abroad with eager in- 
terest and stimulates to prayer and giving. 

We advise the formation of miaatonary libraries In the larger aux- 
illaries and C. E, Societies. If this cannot be done we urge the use 
of the library at the Rooms, open to all on payment of postage for 
'sending and returning books. 

Tbe daily use of the Miipah Calendar brings Strength to workers 
and power with God. Our missionaries speak of comfort and cheer 
and deliverance brought, as they know that hearts In the home laud 
communicate with them by way of the Throne. 

4. Our Young People and Children's Work. We are glad that 
our young people and children have advanced in tbelr giving. We 
emphasize the need of mothering on tbe part of the senior societies. 
In OUT judgment they should appoint leaders. In view of the fact 
that 108 Mission Bands gave on Ihe average three times as much as 
366 Junior C. E. Societies on tbe average, we urge new effort to 
organize and sustain our Bands for definite training in knowledge 
and giving. Cannot we And leaders willing to attempt the "things 
they can not do?" 

0. Legacies. We recommend tbat Mrs. Ide's papier on Legacies 
be published as a leaflet. We urge pastors to direct into the treas. 
ury of the Woman's Board of Missions of the Interior the benefac- 
tions of the women who ask their advice In making their wills. The 
Board will administer wisely, and in loving and grateful remem- 
brance the rifts of those departed this life. Tbe proper form of be- 
quest is to Be found in Mission Sludieft and on the Inside cover of tbe 
W. B. M. I. Annual Report. 

6. Our Aim for 1900. While it may be beyond the province of 
this committee to suggest a financial aim for the coming year, we 
feel impelled to express our conviction that $60,000 eboald still be 



our watcb-crj. The incubuB of tUtMO debt, is now removed aaA 
480,000 will provide for tbe eipaaeion wbicb our work demands. 

In recommending tbe acceptance and adoptioo of tbe Home Re- 
port, your committee, begtnDing its report witb tbe voice of tbaoka- 
giviog, would conclude with a note of warning. Too often after 
victory comes defeat. We can not lie back and say onr work U 
done. Unless we carry nnto tbe coming year fhal love to our Master 
whicb beare fruit in prayerful, self-denying, consecrated effort to 
keep step witb God in "the attempt to make the gospel universal 
in ita acceptation." as He bas made it universal in its application, 
we sball approach Its end in shadow and depression. Bend out thy 
light \ad thy truth, O Lord, and make us, blessed among women, 
tby light bearers.

SaiMfftin*! »■<," was read by Mrs. J. H. Moore. A forceful plea to 
young women to give of their best to tbdse who have least. 

Miss Mary M. Haskell of Bulgaria gave an address on Gi/d'i Vine 
sard in th» Land of the Damibe," and was followed by Hiss Caroline 
E. Chittenden. Foo chow, on "Mote it Pay» in China." 

The hymn "Onward Christian Soldiers" was sung and the entire 
audience read tbe Ceveaaat in concert. 

For Committee on Resolutions Mrs. Edith Eddy Lyons reported 
the following: 

Betoived, That we of tbe Woman's Board of Missions of the Inter- 
ior assembled la Madison and representing tbe sentiment of the 
Christian women of the States of the Interior, who stand for the 
sanctity of the home and the sacred position of the wife and mother 
in tbe home, do earnestly protest against tbe admission to the Con- 
gress of tbe United States of Brigbam Roberts, an open and avowed 
potygamlst.

To 
the OMamitteea on entertainilieiit, bualaeaa, dACoration and music, 
and to Dr. and Mrs. Updike we return tbftoks, and assure tbeni that 
the fame of their goodoess ahall be spread through these States b; 
two hundred and fifty Erateful women. 

That, as the beautiful words of welcome by Mrs. Adams liDger 
ID our hearts and Inspire ub to a holier womanhood, the gracious 
hospitality of the speaker shall remain in our memories aa an illus- 
tiatlon of woman's truest work in this world, the making of a home 
and the Bharineit with others.

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CONSTITUTION 

OP THS 

WOMAN'S BOARD OF MISSIONS OF THE INTERIOR. 



Akticlk I, The n: 

Art. 3. Tfae object of this Board is lo engaf^e Ihe earnest, system - 
atic CO (^ration of Christian womcD in scoding out wid supporting: 
female missionaries, native teachers and Bible readers to heatben 
women, through the agency of the Americaa Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions. 

Art. 3. Any woman may be a member of the Board who contri- 
boles one dollar a year to its funds, or is a member of an auiiliaty so- 
ciety. Any one may become a Life Member by the contribution of 
twenty-five dollars by one person at one time. Or an auxiliary may 
constilntc a Life Member by the contribuUoD of twenty-live dollars not 
otherwise appropriated. 

Art, 4. The officers of this Board shall be a President, Vicc-Fren- 
dents. Recording Secretary. Corresponding Secretaries, a Treasurer, an 
Assistant Treasurer, an Auditor, twelve or more Managers and the 
State Secretaries. These officers shall be chosen for one year, and shall 
hold their offices till iheir successors shall be elected These, with the 
exceptloD of Auditor, shall constitute an Executive Committee, seven of 
whom shall be a qaoium for the transaction of business. 

Art. 5. Any number of ladies contributing annually not less than 
ten dolUirs, may form a Society auxiliarjr to the Board. 

Art. 6. Any number of Societies auxiliary to the Woman's Board of 
Missions of the Interior, may unite (o form a Branch of the Board, 
whose purpose shall be the most efficient carrying out of the objects of 
this Board, subject always to the conditions of the Constitution of the 
Board in all legal requirements applicable thereto. 

Art, 7- This Board shall hold an annual meeting at which reports 
from the Secretaries and Treasurers of the Board and the Branch Secre- 
taries, shall be presented, officers elected and other business transacted. 

Art. 8. At the Annual Meeting, and all special meetings of the 
Board, the officers of the Board, and also the President, Secretary and 
Treasurer of each State Branch. shalUj-^.^'0 be entitled to vote. Each 
auxiliary shall be entitled to one delegate at the meetings of the Board- 
Any Auxiliary liaving (ifly members and contributine one hundred doU 
lars shall be entitled to a second delegate. Any auxiliary contributing 
three hundred dollars or more shall be entitled to a third delegate. 
Only such delegates as are personally present, and duly accredited by 
the Auxiliary which they represent, shall be entitled to vole. 

Art. g. To the Executive Committee shall be entrusted the admin* 
istration of all Ihe affairs of the Board. They shall have power to call 
special meetings of the Board, to fill vacancies, and to make all neces- 
sary By-Laws. 
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Art. io. The Executive Commiltee shall hold semi-monthly meel- 
ings and sdch extra meetings as the interests of the work majr require. 

Art. II. The Secretariesand thePrudentialCommittee of theA. B. 
C. F. M. shall conslilute an Advisory Board, and all missionary candidates 
shall be referred to them for approval before appointment by the Board. 
Missionaries supported by this Board will he expected to make frequent 
reports to its Corresponding Secretaries. 

Art. 12. This Constitution may be altered at any Annual Meeting 
of this Board by a vote of two-thirds of the voting members present; 
public notice ol such changes having tieen given by the Execulive Com- 
mittee three months previously. 



I. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Board, shall 
appoint all committees not otherwise provided for, and shall be tX- effiaa 
a member of all standing committees; the First Vice-President shall per- 
form the duties of the President in her absence. 

a. The Corresponding Secretaries shall have charge of the home and 
foreign correspondence, shall report monthly to the Executive Commit- 
tee and annually to the Board. 

3. The Recording Secretary shall keep accurate minutes of the pro- 
ceedings of the Board, and present the same at its meetings. She sbal) 
in like manner record the doings of the Executive Committee, and report 
the same at its meetings. She shaJl take charge of the records and pa- 
pers, have oversighl of the work at the office, and present a monthly 
statement, giving suitable notice of stated and special meetings, and 
notify ofiicers of their eleejion. 

4. The Treasurer is to receive and acknowledge all funds paid to the 
Board and make such disposition of them as th; Executive Committee 
shall direct. She shall present a written statement to the Executive 
Committee each month of the receipts and disbursements of each month, 
and also an annual report, duly audited, to the Board, The financial 
year shall close on the isth day of October. 

5. Each Branch Secretary shall be eipiclcd to do her utmost to or- 
ganize and assist auxiliary sccieties in her own State, and to make 
quarterly reports to the Home Secretary. 

6. The Executive Committee shall meet during the week following 
the annual meeting of the Board to select a Chairman, appoint Standing 
Committees on Finance. Publication. Nomination, Public Meetings.

sions for tht efficient administration of the affairs of tbe Board. 

The Finance Committee shall devise ways and means for increasing
